He Is a Banqueter, a Lawyer 
and a Political Nondescript 
OURNALISM .made. its bid for his services 
several years ago, and Lehmann, fond of 
making positive utterance, resisted the 
temptation only with some inward strivings. He 
was rewarded for his fortitude when the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, a few months ago, made 

him its president. 

He is as necessary to the success of a St. Louis 
banquet as Martini or Camembert, or Rabbi 
Harrison. And a big corporation case in court 
hasn't just the right swing without Fred Leh- 
mann’s ponderous head appearing over the law 
books on one side or the other of the counsel 
table. It may be on either side, for he is with 
the State almost as often as with the corpora- 
tions, and his right arm goes up and down as 
mightily, and his voice takes as wide a range 
for one as for the other.

Their attitude does not worry Lehmann, 
who would just as soon be described as an inde- 
pendent. 

Tt was as an independent that the six Repub- 
licans, hallmarked by the presence among them 
of Jeptha Howe, and the six Democrats, vouched 
for by John F. Lee, seized him as their chief 
counselor and chief in the work of forming a new 
-eity charter. ‘ ' 

We all know the new charter is a very im- 


_ portant matter, but a great many of us have a 


‘yery dim idea of what it is all about. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter asked Mr. Lehmann, the day 
ter his election as chairman of the Board, to 
cpl in the scope and meaning of its work—to 
_ give 2 layman's view of the new charter.

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law cannot do that. It will not lessen the cost of 
city government—that cost has a constant ten- 
dency to increase. A 

“What it is hoped that the new charter may do 
is to give the public more for its money. ? 

“The city takes from its residents annually be- 
tween $11 and $12 a head. Counting one bread- 
winner to every three persons, this means that 
the average breadwinner, in one way or another, 
is taxed some $35 a year. He may. not be con- 
scious of paying this, but the landlord passes it 
on to him in rent and the licensed merchant in 
the cost of goods, and he pays it, whether he 
sees it go or not. ' 

“Tf he earns $1000 a year, one might say, ‘Oh, 
well. he can afford to pay $35 out of $1000.’ But 
it does not come out of the $1000 merely, but out 
of what is left after the necessaries of life—food 
clothing, shelter and medicine—are paid for. Per- 
haps it is all there is left, and being paid, as it 
must be, leaves nothing for the year’s work. 

“So it is of the utmost interest to the average 
man to have the city government organized and 
conducted in such a manner as to give him the 
greatest possible return on his money. 
b6 HE Charter is to city government what 

T the Constitution is to the National Gov- 

ernment. It defines the duties of city 

officials and the scope of the city government's 
acts. 

“It is framed under authority of the State Con- 
stitution, and the statutes, as well as the Con- 
stitution of the State, take precedence of it in 
authority. That is, the State Legislature can 
at any time, by creating new statutes applying to 
St. Louis, nullify almost any part of the charter. 
The public debt is already limited by State pro- 
Visions. 

“The present Charter has been, criticised for g0- 
ing into too much detail. It has made matters 
of legislation out of things which, it would seem, 
should be treated as matters of business admin- 
istration. An instance of this is the fact that 
the charter devoted an entire article to public 
printing—a- matter which could well be left to 
lawmakers or executive officers from time to time. 


‘What to Do With the House of 
Delegates Is One of the Puzzles 
HIS fault of too great detail is only an 
incident of the system and theory of 
the charter. It builds the city govern- 
ment on the model of the National Government, 
dividing it into executive, legislative and ju‘i- 
cial, and placing checks and balances, like those 
of the Federal Constitution, on the different 
branches. 

“The modern idea of city government is not 
to make it like the national or state government, 
but rather to make it like a business corporation. 
This is represented in the commission plan, 
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which will ask consideration and discussion by 
our Board. 

“One of the questions in which the public is 
most interested is, what to do with the House of 
Delegates. -The people have the power, in adopt- 
ing the new charter, to'do away with the House, 
and even practically to merge the legislative with 
the executive power. a 

“But in ‘considering the shortcomings of the 
House of Delegates it must be remembered that 
it is not now selected on a basis of equal represen- 
tation. The river wards, with not more than 
one-third the population of some of the West 
ind wards, have a delegate apiece, just as the 
West End wards: have, and there is no power 
now that can make the Assembly redistrict the 
city until it gets ready to do 60. 

“If the House of Delegates, or anything like 
it, is provided for in the new Charter, it would 
seem that there will have to be some way of 
insuring equal representation all the time. 

“One of the remedies suggested is to have the 
delegates selected one from each ward, hut elect- 
ed by all the people. 

“A radical objection to our present form of 
city government is that responsibility is too much 
divided. You can rarely put your finger on one 
official and say: ‘Here, it’s your business to do 
this; why isn’t it done?’ 

“The House of Delegates can say that the Board 
of Public Improvements doesn’t draw up ordi- 
nances in the proper manner, and the Council 
can say that the House holds up legislation, and. 
the Mayor can blame any of the others, and so « 
goes, a perfect rounc robin of excuses, and no 
progress toward getting the thing done. 


Tendencv Is to Handle Affairs 

of C.ty as Business Proposition 
T IS this sort of thing that the commission 
plan, as I understand it, has tried to rem- 
edy, by organizing the city governments 
like a business corporation, with responsibility 
for every business detail fixed on some one per- 
son, and with the Mayor—I believe the office of 
Mayor has been preserved in these cities—the 
man primarily responsible. 

“Take the matter of franchises for public serv- 
ice corporations. This is left, in our present sys- 
tem, to legislation, and each franchise can be 
made, if the Assembly chooses to make it so, 
on a different basis from any other one. 

“The new charter can change this. It can pre- 
scribe conditions for all franchises, and can, if it 
is thought best, take franchise matters out of 
the field of legislation, and treat them as admin- 
istrative. 3 

“Where legislation is cumbersome, business 
negotiation is simple. The modern tendency 
seems to be to treat franchise matters as busi- 
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“The modern tendency, tco, is to extend the 
field of public ownership. The right of control 
involves the right of ownership, and ownership of 
public service corporations is a question, in each 
particular instance, of timeliness, of policy and 
of the city’s financial ability. 

“The new charter can provide, if it is thought 
best, that every franchise granted to a public 
utility corporation shall contain a clause giving 
the city the right of acquisition within a certain 
time. The city might not desire, at any time, to 
exercise the right, but may hold that it should be 
reserved. - 

“Public ownership of utilities Involves the ques- 
tion of civil service. There is little disagreement 


on the principles of civil service. The thing to 
do, everyone realizes, is to get the best man into .

Better Advantages 
at Less Cost Than 
Other Universities 


R. A. ROSS HILL, the youngest 
[) president of the Missouri State 
University, believes the institu- 
tion is deing better work at a Jess cost 
to the student and to the State than 
any university in the United States. 

He also told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that criticisms of Read Hall as be- 
ing ‘for rich girls only’’ and ‘‘very ex- 
clusive” were unfounded and were start- 
ed by persons entirely unfamiliar witb 
the conditions. 

“The State University has an enroll- 
ment of 2900, including the 250 ttu- 
}dents in the School of Mines at Rolla. 
The enrollment has incregsed from year 
to year with great strides. 

“The students at Columbia are living 
at a lower cost than in any other large 
university town in the country. There 
is absolutely no reason for a young 
man to’spend more than $250 a year in 
Columbia. That includes the cost of 
living and all necessary expenses, 
among them, of course, the few fees 
in the university. There is no tuition. 
There are many young men attending 
the State University who are spending 
much less than $250. 

Each Student Costs $125, 

**The cost to the State per student is 
about $125, if one does not count in the 
work of the experiment stations, which, 
of. course, do the greater part of their 
work outside the university. That ex- 
pense is not properly chargeable to the 
university. The cost to the revenue 
fund of the State is only about $60 per 
student. This is because the university 
receives money from some _§§ special 
funds, such as the inheritance tax. 

“‘The cost at the Universities of IIli- 
nois, Ohio, Iewa, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Minnesota, which do the same werk 
as Missouri, is very much more. It 
is as much at Kansas and Nebraska. 

“The standing of the University of 
Missouri is shown by the fact that it 
Was recently taken into the Association 
of American Universities, being the 
first university west of the Mississippi 
River to be taken into this association. 
This carries with it a recognition of its 
degrees abroad. 

‘The value of the Missouri University 
is shown by the work it is doing. 
Practically every High School of the 


University., This has raised the stand- 
ard of instruction in the schools of the 
State, and has benefited those children 
who could not go to a university. It 
has also brought about the affiliation of 
more high schools with the university. 
There is a steady stream of students 
from the high schools to the university 
and a steady stream of trained teach- 
ers from the university to the public 
schools of the State. 
Read Hall Not “Exclusive.” 

“Regarding the criticisms of Read 
Hall, the persons making them are in 
error. Read Hall is not a dormatory, 
That is but a very insignificant feature. 
It has rooms for about 28 girls. Many 
more take their meals there. 

“The idea of Read Hall is that it is 
a social center for the girls of the uni- 
versity, and one girl is as welcome to 
its privileges as another. Miss Mary 
B. Breed, who has it in charge, looks 
after the welfare of all the girls in 
the university, and she makes her home 
there. All the girls go there to see her 
and all are welcome. 

“T know it has been charged tnat only 
the more wealthy girls can get into 
Read Hall. We would be very glad if 
the Legislature would appropriate mon- 
ey for additional buildings of the kind 
and then all the girls could be tdken 
in. But with accommodations for only 
°$ we cannot take more. There is al- 
ways a long waiting list. It costs a 
girl $6.60 a week to live in Read Hall. 
The accommodations are better than 
a girl could find out in town.”

Eight Great Departments, 

There are thousands of Missourians in 
every section of the State whose daily 
lives are affected by the university, per- 
haps without their knowledge, yet the 
vital influence is there none the less 
and none the less powerful. 

The university is divided into eight 
great departments, seven located at 
Columbia and one, the Schoo] of Mining 
and Metallurgy, at Rolla. One of the 
seven Columbia departments .is the 
Teachers’ College, of which Dr. Isidor 
Loeb is acting dean. 

One important function of the uni- 
versity is to raise the standard of high 
schools throughout Missouri. That is 
under the immediate supervision of a 
committee of the faculty known as 
the Accredited Schools Committee. But 
the work is intimately connected with 
the Teachers’ College, for it is to equip 
teachers for better public schoo] work 
that the, Teachers’ College was organ- 
ized. A majority of members of the 
Accredited Schools Committee is made 
up of members of the Teachers’ Col- 
lege faculty. The committee members 
are: 

President A. T. Hill, Dr. Loeb, Prof. 


W. W. Charters, Dr. E. A. Allen, Prof. 
w. G. Brewn, Prof. J. H. Coursault 
and Dr. H. B. Oldstedt. 

Under -this committee works Prof. J. 
D. Elliff, inspector of high schools. 
He travels over the State and ascer- 
tains the quality of work done in the 
high schools of the various cities. Upon 
his reports tne committee decides 
whether to recognize a high school. 
Twenty years ago there were not more 
than four accredited high schools in the 
State—that is, not more than four 
whose work was up to the standard 
required as a prerequisite for the 
prospective State University « student 
seeking to obtain a degree. 

Better High Schools One Result. 

In 1903 and 1904 there were 88 such 
accredited high schools. Today there are 
153. This widespread elevation of the 
educational work done in municipal pub- 
lic schools of Missouri has been inspired 
and brought to pass by the university 
and the Accredited Schools Committee, 
Thus, in the matter of local public 
schoo] education, the university has 
reached out and benefitted every quar- 
ter of the State, opening larger and 
larger opportunities for enlightenment 
even to the boy and girl who never 
can hope for a collegiate course. 

What might be termed the most con- 
spicuous fact with regard to the State 


work” is done in an elementary school, 
attended by children living in Columbia 
and a high school, attended by older 
boys and girls, which serves the added 
purpose of a university preparatory 
school, 

These two schools, in which the stu- 
dents of the Teachers’ College obtain 
practical experience, are without super- 
lors among their kind in the United 
States. 

But the department which touches the 
whole State’s population most closely— 
more so even than the Teachers’ Col- 
lege in the opinion ef some who know 
the university—is the Agricultural Col- 
lege. 

On the other side of the world—in the 
great agricultural schools of Europe— 
this department of the University of 
Missouri commands the highest respect 
and admiration. Wherever men are at 
work on the problem of making two 
blades grow where one grew, Of making 
the earth’s soil produce more food for 
man and cattle at less cost—there the 
agricultural department of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri is known and honored. 


Finest Dairy Herd in World. 

It probanly will be news to many 
people in the State that the Agricultural 
School has the finest herd of dairy cat- 
tle in the -world, the members of which 
were bred right on the magnificent State 
farm that strétches like a wonderful 





garden just outside Columbia. 
In that herd are 80 or 90 Jerseys. Of 
the Jerseys one has perofucefi the larg- 


University is the policy of having

est quantity of butter of any 38-year-old 
Jersey in the world. Another holds sec- 
ond place. A third holds the record of 
tne largest quantity of mi... in a year 
of any Jersey in the world. The third, 
fourth and sixth record holders among 
Jersey milchers of the world are also 
in the herd. 

Among the shorthorns is one cow 
which gave 646 pounds of butter in a 
year, establishing the shortaorn butter 
record for the world, 

One Holstein cow at the State Farm 
holds the largest milk record of any 
cow in any breed in Missouri. Another 
holds the second milk record of any cow 
of any breed in the world. 

A %year-old Jersey at the farm has 
given in a year enough milk and butter 
to supply seven average families of five 
persons each. Her product, sold at local 
Columbia prices, would have been suf- 
ficient to have paid the year’s expenses 
of an average student at the Universi- 
ty, paid for the cow's feed, and paid for 
the clothing and district school books 
oft a younger brother while the older 
“poy was away at the university. 

J. J. Hemmingway, secrétary of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club, said in a 
recent address at Chicago that the rec- 
ord of the Missouri University. dairy 
herd was “without a parallel in the 
world.” And there are 400 young men 
in daily contact, as students, with this 
remarkably successful cattie-raising and 


|dairy work. 


In the seo of Agriculture the stu- 


dent is taught that soil is a richer min- 
eral wealth than all the gold and dilver 
under ground.

versity of Berlin, ore of the foremost 
authorities in the world on scinetific 
agriculture, visited the United States, 
there were three agricultural schools he 
considered worth seeing. One was the 
University of Missouri's school. 
Checking Contagious Diseases. 

The handbooks, published as bulletins 
by the University of Missouri agricultu- 
ral school, are used as text books in 
many large schools of agriculture. Fer- 
tilizers are inspected and reports on 
their value made to farmers through 
bulletins. Publications are made of val- 
uable information regarding the breed- 
ing of fine stock of all kinds. The 
same is true of horticulture. 

In the study of contagious diseases 
of livestock the school ranks very high 
the world over. A serum of hog cholera 
which snatches a hog from the very 
jaws of death has been brought to per- 
fection by \Dr. J. W. Connaway, a Mis- 
souri boy who workéd his way through 

He also perfected a cure 
Texas fever quite as effective as 
the cholera serum. 

Dr. H. J. Waters, dean of the agri- 
cultural school, is asking an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 for the production of the 
hog cholera serum, which is of incal- 
culable value to the stock grower. 

Another great work is the boys’ com- 
petitive corn growing. The school sup- 
plies the seed and awards prizes. The 
best neighborhood specimens are taken 
to the State corn show at Columbia 
and the boys are taught how to judge 
corn and cattle. 

Then therg are boys’ encampments 
held each summer, the military tents 
of the university being used. Stock 
and grain judging are taught the boys 
at these encampments. A “short 
course’ of eight weeks in matters of 
great importance to farmers is open 
to busy farmers and youths from the 
farms every winter. 

The School of Journalism, opened last 
fall, is the newest department of the 
university, and its success has exceeded 
the rosiest hopes entertained by those 


larly enrolled students in the school and 
about twenty from other departments 
who take special courses in the School 
of Journalism, notably Dean Walter 
Williams’ lectures on the history and 
theory of journalism. 

Journalism’s Bright Outlook. 

The prospects for next year, Dean 
Williams says, are for an attendance 
about double that of this, the opening 
year. He is receiving mail daily from 
young men and women who desire to 
take a scientific training in journalism. 

So successful has this pioneer school 
of journalism been that the State Uni- 
versities of Wisconsin, Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Colorado, Minnesota and Washing- 
ton have established schools patterned 
along identically the same lines. And 
at the Universities of Illinois, Iowa and 
Nebraska lectures on journalism are 
given. 

Practical training is received by the 
students in work on the “University 
Missourian,’”’ a daily paper of four 
pages, in the preparation of which the 
most approved metropolitan methods are 
followed. 

In the Medica] Department of the uni- 
versity a hospital is maintained on the 
grounds. In this hospital is a training 
school for nurses. The students have 
an association which pays all hospital 
expenses of members who are taken 
ill while at school. The premium for 
this insurance is almost nominal. 

In the medical school contributions to 

science are made continually. Dr. C. 
M. Jackson, the assistant dean, was 
the originator of the ‘‘cross-section” 
study of anatomy, which is taught to 
advanced students in that branch of 
medical research. The system is being 
adopted rapidly in leading medical 
schools all over the country. 
Dr. C, W. Greene, professor of physi- 
ology in the medical school, has been 
retained during the summers for several] 
years by the United States Government 
to make experiments as to when -sal- 
mon, in the runs upstream during the 
egg-laying season, grow thin and lose 
their nutritive value. When the points 
at which the fish cease to be good for 
food are learned the Government will 
prohibit fishing beyond them. 


Ald Given to Physicians. 
When a Post-Dispatch reporter en- 


tered the pathological laboratory the 
other day Dr. 0. W. H. Mitchell, a 
graduate student, had just developed a 
method of straining particles of a dog’s 
brain on a microscopic slide, enabling 
the bacteriologist to tell within 10 min- 
utes after a dog had been killed whether 
or not the animal's brain contained 
what are called ‘‘negri bodies,” the pres- 
ence of which is a certain indication of 
hydrophobla. Heretofore there has been 
no known method of staining slides so

In the law department the daily lec- 
tures of several members of the ‘fac- 
ulty published in book form are regard- 
ed in many of the leading law schoois 
as the most valuable of text-books. 
In the engineering department experi- 
mental work of a wide and important 
character, the latest and most notable 


being to ascertain the loss of heating 
properties by coal exposed to weerine, 
is carried on. 

Dean Shaw of that Sidiietenins is now 
asking for an appropriation to estab- 
lish a complete engineering experiment 
station, which will enable teachers and 
students to do all sorts of experimenta: 
work of incalculable value to tfe indus- 
tria! interests of the State.

menace of prohibition, which would bring upon 


the city and State moral and material conse- 
quences of the most disastrous nature. The 
awakening should extend to the whole State. 

It is not easy to foreshadow the moral effect 
of prohibition in a great city like St. Louis. For 
the regulated saloon, just as we are attaining a 
high standard of regulation, we would substitute 
the lawless joint, with its accompaniments of 
underground vice. 

For the free civilization, in which strong men 
are developed by self-control, we would substi- 
tute petty paternalism, which undermines moral 
character by subjecting men to kindergarten con- 
trol. 


palling. The damage done by the cyclone would 
be a passing incident compared with the ruin 
that would be wrought by prohibition. And that 
ruin would be vain sacrifice, because liquors of 
all kinds would still be sold in Missouri. The in- 
dustries connected with its manufacture would 
be merely removed from the State. 

On the question of prohibition the conditions in 
Missouri differ from those of any state in which 
the issue has become acute. This State contains 
several large cities. St. Louis is a cosmopolitan 
city, ranking fourth in the list of the cities of 
the Union. Its leading industry is that of brew- 
ing. It contains the largest brewery in the world, 
distributing its product In every country. The 
second in rank is almost equal to it. Altogether, 
there are 24 breweries in St. Louis. 

According to the estimates of the bankers, pro- 
hibition would destroy property representing an 
investment of $100,000,000, paying out $30,000,000 
annually in wages and $4,000,000 in taxes. About 
130,000 persons in this city alone are directly de- 
pendent upon the breweries for the means of 
living. 

We mention these figures merely to show what 
vast destruction of property and what widespread 
suffering among wage-earners would be caused di- 
rectly by prohibition. 

But the heaviest losses would not fall upon 
the breweries by their removal from the State. 
Valuable as their plants are, they are not nearly 
so valuable as their business, which would be 
continued elsewhere. The most disastrous effects 
would be felt by other interests which would re- 
main in the State. Every industry, every finan- 
cial and commercial interest, would suffer. The

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GREAT MEN, NOW AND THEN. 

Senator Cummins thinks that Theodore Roose- 
velt is a greater man than George Washington 
because, as ‘he says, he faced problems that would 
have made Washington recoil in utter helpless- 
ness. Mr. Cannon is greater than Henry Clay 
and Nelson Aldrich stronger and more effective 
than Danie] Webster, and he concludes that Mr. 
Taft will, if he serves out his term, be “‘the great- 
est man the United States has ever produced, 
whether general, student or philosopher.” 

Our times seem to be saturated with greatness. 
But how does Mr. Cummins know that George 
Washington would have recoiled from the prob- 
lems which Theodore Roosevelt faced? We know 
that the first President solved the problems of 
his time without recoiling from any of them, 
and there is no evidence whatever that he reached 
tthe limits of his powers in dealing with them. 
Mr. Cannon and Mr. Aldrich are vastly better 
business men than Clay and Webster, but are 





they greater men? 
Mr. Cummins commits the very common er- 


ror of confusing external conditions with internal, 
human, personal power. Every boy in the high- 
est grammar school grade knows -more than 
Phidias or Pericles or Plato. Are they greater 
therefore? The naked savages who amused the 
visitors at the World’s Fair enjoyed the accumu- 
lated advantages of centuries of cultivation, 
but yet they were naked savages in whom there 
was not a gleam of intellectual or moral power. 

Theodore Roosevelt, standing on the shoulders 
pf George Washington, sees more facts and sees 
farther. But because he chances to be posted on 
the roof of the social structure, the foundations 
of which were laid by Washington and his com- 
panions, is he therefore a greater.man? And 
suppose Mr. Taft solves all the problems of state 
which arise during his term of office, as we all 
hope and believe he will do, does it follow that 
his insight is truer and his character stronger 
than the insight and character of all or any of 
the men who went before him? 

Employing the compass, the steam engine, the 
electric telegraph, the aeroplane, the modern man 
gets results bigger perhaps—buft not certainly so 
—than Pericles, who had nothing but his per-

ON“ISMS" AND 
QUAL RIGHTS 


“When Women Get False 
Idea of Liberty,” Says Card- 
inal, ““There’s Danger.” 


“THREE GREAT EVILS” 


“Catholic Church Is Not En- 
cumbered by Recent-Year 
Excrescences. 


BALTIMORE, April 17.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons has just given an interview in 
which he deals with faith cure cults and 
woman’s suffrage. “It is asserted, 
Your Eminence,” said a correspondent 
to him, “that ‘Christian Science,’ the 
‘New Thought,’ and other similar cults 
that have sprung up in recent years, 
have so honeycombed certain of the 
church organizations of this country 
with their beliefs that the progress of 
several denominations has been retard- 
ed; that, indeed, it is so strong within 
secme churches that ‘the clergy are 
afraid to deal with it as they would 
like, or attack it, lest such a course re- 
act in its favor. Whether this is true or 
not concerning other churches, Your 
Eminence, is it true of the Catholic 
Church ?”’ 

“The Catholic Church,” answered the 
Cardinal, “ is no more incumbered with 
the recent-year ‘isms’ and excrescences 
that seem to thrive, each for a-time, in 
America than it has been at any time 
during all the centuries since St. Peter. 

“The position of the Catholic Church,” 
continued the Cardinal, ‘‘in reference to 
modern scientists may be thus briefly 
summarized: The~Church fosters and 
encourages every department of science; 
but, just because she is the friend of 
true science, she is opposed to all false 
pretensions of science. 

“There is as much difference between 
true and false science as there is: be- 
tween authority and despotism, liberty 
When she hears a man or 
woman advancing some crude theory at 
variance with the recelved doctrines ef 
revelation—with the existence of God, 
for example, or His superintending prov- 
idence or His wisdom er His. sanctity; 
when she hears him advocating some 
hypothesis opposed to the unity of the 
human species, to the spirituality and 
the immortality of the soul, to the fu- 
ture destiny of man and to these other 
great doctrines that involve at once the 
dignity and moral responsibility of the 
human race, she knows that his or her 
assumptions must be false because she 
knows that God’s revelation must be 
true. 

“The church stands between such a 
man or woman and the Divine oracle of 
which she is the custodian; 
she sees him or her raise his or her 
profane hands and attempt to touch the 
temple of faith, she cries out, “Thus far 
shalt thou go and no farther!’ 

“Will you not agree with us that the 
church is right in raising her voice 
against groundless theories that dese- 
crate the truth and poison its very 
source? How can she consent to forsake 
the sacred fountain at which our fore- 
fathers slaked their thirst for centuries, 
to run after some mirage that these 
modern philosophers (and perhaps some 
adventurers) have conjured up before 
our imagination? 

“If God’s revelation is at the mercy 
of every sciolist, what then becemes of 
those great and consoling truths under- 
lying eur social fabric? They are no 
more than shifting sands beneath eur 
feet. 

“The pathway is strewn with the 
wreck of many and imposing scientific 
theories, which once found favor with 
the opinion of man. And such will ever 
be the fate of those wild speculations 
and unfounded assumptions that impugn 
the truth of revelation. 

“They may float for a time-on the 
human mind like huge icebergs drifting 
along the ocean’s current, chilling the 
atmosphere and carrying destruction in 
their path, but, like the false theories 
before them, they are destined to melt 
away beneath the effulgent rays of 
Reason and Revelation, while ‘the truth 
of the Lord remaineth forever.’ ” 

“Your Eminence, what are the most 
serious problems confronting the Ameri- 
can people at the present time?’ he 
was asked. 

“The root of the commonwealth fs in 
the homes of the people,”” he replied. 


the demestic life of mankind. The offi- 
cial life of a nation is ordinarily the re- 
flex of the moral sense of the people. 
“We are confronted by at least three 
great evils—polygamy and divorce; im- 
perfect and vicious systems of educa-

“When I speak of polygamy I do not 
mean that of Utah alone. I refer to 
the polygamy of divorce that exists tn 
every State and strikes at the root of 
the family and society. 

“Any divorced man or woman who 
is married the second time while hav- 
ing a wife or husband living, but ‘le- 
gully’ separated by the decree of seme 
court is a polygamist. According to 
the United States official reports, in 
the 2 years between 1867 and 1886 there 
Were 828,716 divorces in the United 
States. In the same period between 
1887 and 1906 there were 943,625 divorces 
granted, or nearly 60,000 a year! The 
United States has granted more divorces 
than all the European countries com- 
bined. This is certainly a most awful 
blot upon eur fair name. 

“The unthinkable crime of bigamy ts 
another blemish on our civilization. 
With uniform and adequate marriage 
laws the crime of bigamy, which ts of 
such frequent~oceurrence in our coun- 
try, causing untold suffering and dis- 
srace to innocent women and children

“The social and civil life springs from ‘ 
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“Both the terrible crimes of polyg- 
amy, made possible by divorce, and 
which exists in every one of the 4 
States, and bigamy snould be abolished 
in this country. No other kind of leg- 
islation is so important as the enact- 
ment of laws that will prevent and 
make impossible these twin evils. 

“A godless system of education is a 
pagan system in its results. Such a 
System brings about a lack of respect 
and reverence for the sacred things of 
life. This lack of a due respgct and 
reverence, on the part of our men, 
women and children may become a na- 
“arg malady. Witness the swearing on 

© part of men. The constant utter- 


ae, eatin by men is heard on all 





sides. Women swear! 

“There should be severe penalties 
provided by law in all the States, and 
enforced vigorously, against swearing. 
I would like to see the question agitated 
and take some form of organization with 
a view to crystallizing a public senti- 
ment which will result in not only 
making this grievous moral crime of 
taking the name of God in vain, or any 
form of swearing, an offence against 
laws, to be enacted, that are effec;- 
ive toward trampling out this evil. 

“Any system of education without 
God is imperfect and undermines the 
religion of our youth. God has given 
us a heart to be formed to virtue, as 
well as a head to be enlightened. By

present suitable as regular means of 
communication, or ceuld be employed 
for purposes of war, must be regarded 
skeptically. 

A ateerable airship, he added, could 
not make headway against wind abeve 
a certain velocity, and further, the in- 
ternal combustion engine is not yet ca- 
pable of undertaking a long distance 
journey. Moreover, the altitude that 
can be attained is limited by the fact 
that above a certain height, owing to 
the decreasing density of the atmos- 
phere, the compression in the cylinders 
and the force of the explesions is much 
less than on the surface, owing to the 
decrease of exygen. 


Must Always Fight Wind. 
“An airship will always, more or less, 
be at the mercy of the wind,” said Capt. 
Raldwin. ‘“‘A steamship canyot make its 
best headway ina storm sides ad- 
verse winds, and the same is true when 
one tries to sail in changing air cur- 
rents. My new machine wfll be built 
for a speed of 22 miles an hour. Going 
against a 10-mile wind, therefore, the 
machine will go only about twelve miles 
an heur, and if the wind is greater than 
22 miles it will be at ita mercy to just 
that extent. But this is the least of the 
evils, and I believe all the difficulties 
enumerated by Prince Henry will be 
overcome in time through improved 
methods of construction. 

“Take the noise difficuity, for ine 
stance. No effort has thus far been 
made to lessen it. Muffling an engine 
naturally curtatis some of its power. 
The airship peeple have pursued the 
policy that they needed the. maximum 
power of their engines. This isn't al- 
ways necessary, for the Zeppelin airship, 
while buffeted by the winds, kept 
afloat, although one engine had ceased 
to work. In the trials with the Gov- 
ernment machine we frequently found 
we were getting more power than we 
needed.

Centralization of power in the Mayor, 
the transfer of authority to grant fran- 
chises from the legislative department to 
a Bureau of Franchises, the abolition of 


the Board of Aldermen of 79 members | 


and the creation to take its place of 
a Council of 39 members to serve with- 
out pay, are some of the striking rec- 
ommendations of the New York City 
charter which has just been submitted 
te the Legislature by a Charter Revi- 
sion Committee, of which William M. 


Ivins is chairman. 
The trend of the new charters recent- 


ly recommended by the revision com-,; 


mittees of large cities is to fix the re- 
sponsibility for municipal government 
in as few hands as possible by increas- 
ing the powers of the executive 
branches and diminishing the powers of 
the legislative departments. 

New York City, through its Charter 
Commission, endeavers to eliminate the 
politician from municipal government by 
providing that the councilmen shall 
serve without pay. The framers of the 
new fnstrument assert that politicians 
will not seek offices without salary. 

Board to Be Important. 

The salary of the Mayor under the 
new charter, if it is adopted, will be in- 
creased from $15,000 a year to $25,000. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
is to be the business executive commit- 
tee of the city, with complete control of 
all financial affairs, including the fixing 
of the salaries of all municipal em- 
ployes. 

The borough presidents are to be de- 
prived of their administrative functions, 
and will have no power, as heretofore, 
to make appropriations. There are sev- 
@n bureaus in the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, one of the most 
important of which is the Bureau of 
Franchises, with authority to pass on 
eli applications for franchises and to 
see that the grantees of franchises live 
up to their obligations. 

The borough presidents who will be 
memibers of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, are required to give 
their entire time to their work, and wil!

The theory of the framers of the new charter is that politicians will not 
seek unsalaried offices. 

Authority to enact franchises is taken away froin legislative depart- 
ment of the city and given to a bureau of franchises, which shall exercise su- 
pervision ever them after they are granted. 


EVEN bureaus, under the Board of Estimate and Appropriation, will

who recently succeeded Boss”’ 
Howe as chairman of the Republican 
City Committee, stands the best of get- 
ting the appointment. 

The Republican organization, under 
the leadership of Howe, aided by Sen- 
ator Warner, Congressmen Bartholdt 
and Coudrey, tried very hard to get 
President Roosevelt to appoint Oscar L. 
Whitelaw to succeed Wyman when his 
term expired more than a year ago. The 
objection of Howe to Wyman was that, 
as Postmaster, he had refused to recog- 
nize the Republican organization in the 
appointment of his assistants. 

‘“‘Boss’”” Howe wanted the Postoffice 
jobs for the Republican workers. When 
Wyman would not give them to him, 
Howe started a fight to prevent him 
frcem being reappointed. The fight on 
Wyman started just before the Taft 
beom had its beginning. 

Effect of Taft's Visit. 

Howe was ready to line up with Vice- 
President Fairbanks, but Taft visited 
St. Louis about that time and promised 
tu use his influence with Mr. Roosevelt 
to prevent Mr. Wyman from being reap- 
pointed. Howe was thus lined up for 
Taft, and Taft in turn did succeed in 
having the Wyman reappointment held 
up for a long time. Roosevelt finally 
made good his promise to Mr. Wyman 
and reappointed him, but Senator War- 
ner prevented his confirmation in the 
Senate. 

Ever since Taft was nominated for the 
presidency the Republican workers in 
St. Louis have felt confident that Mr. 
Wyman would have to go. They re- 
gard the announcement that Mr. Wy- 
man will not be reappointed as evidence 
that Mr. Taft has kept faith with the 
‘*boys.”’ 

Following the nominatio nof Mr. Taft 
the enthusiasm for Mr. Whitelaw sud- 
denly ceased, and he has not been seri- 
mentioned since it became an as- 
sured fact that Mr. Wyman would, 
sooner or later, be forced out as 
yostmaster. Howe wanted a _ strong 
business man to use with Roosevelt as 
a lever to get Wyman out, and he se- 
lected Mr. Whitelaw. 


Graves Was Held in_ Reserve. 
The politicians felt that President Taft 


would be a little more liberal and that 
it was not absolutely necessary to have 
a business man for the job. Charles R. 
Graves was held in reserve for the place 
for a long time, but as President Taft 
was in no hurry to act, the organiza- 
tian induced Gov. Hadley to appoint 
Graves to succeed Frederick H. Kreis- 
now Mayor, as Circuit Clerk. 

Mr. Kiel, as chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee. is much more 
popular than Howe. He is a contractor 
and has been successful in his business, 
and has not been tdentified with any 
deals for spoils in politics. He is said 
to be a man of good executive ability. 

While he has beerga member of the 
City Committee several years, and was 
a presidential elector last fall, he 
not been extraordinarily active in poll- 
tics. He wanted the nomination for Col- 
lector, but Howe turned him down for 
Edmond Koeln. 


Akins Heavily Backed, _— 
Thos.’ J. Akins, who is also mentioned 


for the postmastership, has powerful po- 
litical backing. He has been working 
with the Howe-Warner machine in State 
politics and has rendered much sery- 
ice to Howe in critical times. He was 
one of Howe’s chief aefenders when the 
“Crying Boss’ was on trial for “politi- 
eal heresy’”’ before the Republican State 
Committee on charges preferred by 
Thomas K. Niedringhaus. 

Akins’ friends saved Howe from 4de- 
capitation by the State Committee and 
since then he has been actively identified 
with the local machine. Walter §. 
Dickey, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, has not been working 
well with the Howe machine in St. 
Louis, and if there arises a contest be- 
tween two men backed by the Howe 
influence it may be that Dickey, who 
stands well with President Taft, will 
succeed in getting his man named. 
Whether any Dickey follower is an as- 
pirant for the place is not now definite- 
ly known, 

Mr. Kiel said last night that several 
of his friends had suggested his name, 
but that he was not an applicant for the 
appointment, 

“I do not see how I could very well 
turn down the appointment if it was 
tendered to me,”’ said Mr. Kiel, “but I 
have not the slightest intimation as te 
what the President will do.”

Sister of St. Louisan Leaves 
School and Learns Spanish 
to Gain His Liberty. 





RATsa i TINY ~ CSL 
Frank Shilling Was Denied 
Liberty Without Trial Two 


Years, She Says. 





NEW YORK, April 17. — Josephine 
Shilling, pretty and 17, with long curls, 
blue eves and a pink dress, arrived on 
the steamer Merida today after having 
worked for months, and successfully, to 
get her brother out of a jail in Vera 
Cruz, Mexico. To the passengers she 
Wos a real heroine. Her story was lis- 
tened to Over and over again. 

The girl was at the Holy Cross School 
in this city when she heard from her 
brother. He had been a tobacco dealer 
at Ogdensburg and had made money. 
Two married sisters live in Denver, two 
in San Francisco and two brothers in 
St. Louis. Frank Shilling, who had be- 
come interested in tobacco property in 
Mexico, went down there and he made 
the trip from Mexico City to Vera Cruz, 
hoping to catch a steamer for New 
York. He stood on the sireets of that 
city one evening when there was a 
fight, and suddenly a man rusted up 
and exclaimed: 

“You have robbed me of $270. 

They sent Shilling to jail. That was 
in January of 11907. He was not 
permitted to see any one nor to 
communicate even with local lawvers, 
but last summer by bribery he managed 
to have a letter. smuggled out to his sis- 
ter, and it reached her in school in New 
york and she hurried to Vera Cruz. 

The Mexican officials, who hated 
Americans and couldn’t understand her: 
vould not let her see the brother. She 
studied Spanish for three months, and 
at the end of that time could speak it. 
She employed Lawyer Zanora and ap- 
proached Judge William Cabrera. In 
time she persuaded the Judge to permit 
her to see her brother. 

Carried Meals to Him. 

“Tt found him in a cell that was 39 
inches square,”’ said she. ‘“‘He couldn't 
lie down to sleep. He had to sit down 
an@ doze and the rats ran over him 
while he slept. The food was terrible. 
He was a wreck.” 


She was permitted by Judge Cabrea 
to take meals to the prisoner and after 
that she made three trips a day. Zanora 
did little and she employed Mayor Ma- 
lina as her lawyer. All she asked for 
was a trial on the charge made against 
her brother. But justice moves slowly 
down there. It was always, with every- 
one she approached, “‘tomorrow.’’ She 
thought she had won a great point 
when she got the complainant, one Ro- 
dolfo Rodriguez, to admit that he didn’t 
know that Shilling robbed him, but 
merely believed that the prisoner knew 
something about the robbery. 

“T would like to help you,’”’ said Judge 
Cabrera, but the Judge couldn’t be in- 
duced to move in the case. “I am afraid 
that nothing can be done,’”’ he said at 
moat. ; 

“Then I shall go to the American Am- 
bassador at Mexico City,” she said, ag 
she stamped her foot before the Court. 
And she went. 

A Case for Damages. 

That stirred up the officials. She had 
no sooner reached Mexico City than she 
received a telegram that her brother had 
been liberated, and she hurried back to 
find him out of jail. 

“I wanted him to come right home,”’ 
said she, ‘‘but the lawyers thought that 
he had a good case for damages against 
the Government, and they induced hiin 
to stay. However, he may be upon the 
next steamer.”’ 

Miss Shilling was very glad to get 
back to New York for her own com- 
fortyif nething more. 

“Yot.ought to have seen the hotel I 
had to live in,” said she. “It was the 
Hotel Diligencia. It was awful. I used 
to wake up in the night to find the rats 
running across my bed. The food was 
sO bad that I could hardly eat it. I 
never supposed that people could live 
in such a place. My brother was in 
prison for two years, but we are glad 
that he is out and alive. He will never 
gO back to Mexico.”

Mrs. Smith had pleaded guilty to a 
charge of common assault. She admit- 
ted that in a fit of indignation when 
Miss Love chastised one of the Smith 
boys, a pupil, she had gone to school 
and slapped the teacher. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Nolte 
asked Justice Stobie to be as lenient as 
possible.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 17.—With 
the army divided against itself and the 
Third Corps moving on the capital to 
aid the Young Turks, Turkey is not in 
condition to meet the demands of the 
powers that it suppress the massacres 
in Asia Minor and protect the mission- 
aries and other Europeans dwelling 
there. 

Dispatches from Alexandretta tell of 
attacks on the Christians of the Palas 
Coast by the Musselmans. Two Chris- 
tian vilagets have been burned and the 
Lazarist mission is in danger. 


No confirmation has yet been received 
here of the reported killing of two 
American missionaries, the Misses Webb 
of Missouri, at Adana. The latest 
irtelligence sets forth that several 
hundred Armenians and Moslems 
were killed at Adana in the rioting and 
that the Armenian quarter of the town 
was finallv overwhelmed and destroyed 
by flames.

Other St. Louis Organizations 


Formally Express 
Opposition. 


Trades unionists, representing the in- 


terests of organized labor and affiliated 


with the Central Trades and Laber 
Union and the Missouri State Federa- 
met at Aschenbroedel 
Hall, 3535 Pine street, yesterday after- 
noon and adopted resolutions which 


strongly opposed State-wide prehibitien. 


A formal protest was drawn up, to be 


submitted te the State Senate. 


These are the reasons stated by the 


union labor men for their belief that 
prohibition should not be voted: 


There is no: real popular demand 
for it. 

Both the great political parties 
have declared unequivocally against 
prohibition and in favor of our pres- 
ent local option laws. 

Prohibition was not a political 
issue when the present Senators and 
Representatives were elected. 

The passage of a submission act by 
the Legislature would be used by 
the prohibitionists as an endorse- 
ment of prohibition. 

If a sufficient number of qualified 
voters desire the submission of the 
question of State-wide prohibition, 
they can secure it by petition, 
through the initiative and referen- 
dum, without any action on the part 
of the Legislature, thus removing 
the question from the field of poll- 
tics. 

Accompanying the resolution, a copy 
of the strong anti-prohibition pro- 
nouncement made by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union and the Missouri Fed- 
eration ef Labor will be sent to each of 
the senators. 


Vote Is Unanimous. 
The meeting was largely attended and 


the vote against prohibition and against 
the submission of a prohibition amend- 
ment was unanimous. Owen Miller pre- 
sided and Charles Goodman, represent- 
ing the Cigarmakers’ Union, acted as 
secretary. 

Dissatisfied with the attitude taken by 
the Business Men’s League at its meet- 
ing Friday afternoon in not formally 
going on record and passing a resolu- 
tion declaring the League's opposition to 
the prohibition measure now before the 
Senate, Max Weil of 403 McPherson 
avenue, president of a large downtown 
clothing firm, yesterday afternoon sent 
his resignation as a member of the 
League to James E. Smith, its president. 
Mr. Weill’s letter was as follows: 

I herewith tender my resignation 
as a member of the Business Men's 
League, owing to the fact that your 
body refused to pass a resolution as 
a body to protest against the pro- 
hibition bill now before the State 
Senate, as I consider this one of 
the vital and most important trans- 
actions for the business interest of 
St. Louis that ever came before your 
body. This is not a political ques- 
tion, but a strictly business ques- 
tion. ‘ 


Other Bodies Protest. 
At a meeting of the Executive Com- 


mittee of the St. Louis Furniture Board 
of Trade yesterday afternoon, strong 


anti-prohibition resolutions were adopted 


and the members voted in favor of send- 
ing a representative to Jefferson City to 
act In conjunction with other civic and 
business organizations in protesting 
against the submission of a prehibition 
resolution. 

In addition to these organizations, the 
Missouri Manufacturers’ Association, the 
South Broadway Merchants’ Association 
and the financial interests represented 
by officers of 22 St. Louis banks have 
expressed their opposition to prohibition. 

The directors of the St. Louis Stock 
Exchange will meet tomorrow to con- 
sider what stand they shall take on the 


tuestion.

Invention of St. Louisan Im- 
presses Railroad Men on 
Its Trial Trip. 





A 8t. Louis inventor has just com- 
pleted a combination steam motor car 
and coach, carrying its OWn power 
plant, fuel and lighting supply, baggage 
compartment with disappearing seats 
for those who wish to smoke at odd 
moments, besides its own pumping out- 
fit and air compresser. 

On one of the best pieces of railroad 
track in or near St. Louis—that of the 
electric transfer road of the St. Louis 
Water Works in North St. Louis—this 
latest creation of American ingenuity 


Pand mechanical skill was tried out yes- 


terday. All things that move across this 
stretch of track with more or less cus- 
tomary slowness were Kept on the jump 
to clear the way for the Kobusch-Wag- 
enhals combination steam metor car 
and coach. 

William G. Wagenhals, a St. Louis 
inventor and the owner of many valua- 
ble patents on railroad devices, was at 
the throttle of the engine installed on 
the front truck of the little car that 
more carrying capacity to the 
square foot than any other car yet 
built. Between Grand avenue and 
Baden the car attained a speed of 35 
miles per hour, with the throttle only 
half open. 

Rallroazad Men Impressed. 


A number of railroad men interested 
in this proposition of a car that carries 
its ewn motive power, were aboard on 
the initial trip. All marveled at the 
speed attained and at the easy riding. 
The power plant and the manner in 
which it is installed are unusual 
achievemertits of mechanical construc- 
tion and arrangement. 

Following are some of the figures per- 
taining to the construction of the car: 
Length, 41 feet; height, 14 feet, 11 inch- 
es: total weight, 66,000 pounds; total 
weight on engine truck, 43,000 pounds; 
total weight on rear truck, 23,000 pounds; 
weight on driving wheels, 28,000 pounds; 
horsepower of boiler, 120; boiler, ma- 
rine water tube; steam pressure, 250 
pounds. 


The car seats 44 passengers. The 
baggage room is six feet long. The 
boiler room, where also is installed a 
water pump and a Westinghouse air- 
brake pump, besides the lever to the 
engine underneath, is six feet in 
length. 
Engine Burns Cfhude Oil. 

The water supply is carried in two 
large tanks on either side underneath 
the car, while the crude oj] supply ts 
carried in a large tank mounted be- 
tween the two water tanks. Oi) is 
forced and fed to the fire box by 
means of an air blower, which atom- 
izes the ol] as it is blown into the 
firebox. The capacity of the water 
tanks is 590 gallons and that of the 
crude oll tanks 260 gallons. The wa- 
ter capacity is for a 40-mile run, oll 
capacity for 200-mile run. 

The cost of operating this car, with 
crude oll] as fuel, is two and one-half 
vents per mile, using one gallon per 
mile. The car is operated by an éengl~

SISTER 
BUDY OF A BRIDE 
BURIED 6 HOURS 


Fear That Mrs. John Frozell 
Might Be Interred Alive 
Caused Action. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FAIRFIELD, MII, April 7.—Disin- 
terred only six hours after burial, the 
body of Mrs. John Frozell, who was 
Miss Chlora Smith of St. Louis and a 
bride of five months, was shipped to St. 
Louls from this city early yesterday 
morning and was placed in a recetving 
vault to remain several weeks before 
permanent interment. 
The disinterment of the body followed 
a long conference and quarrel between 
Mrs. George Smith, the dead woman’s 
mother, and John Frozell, her hus- 
band, on one side, and her sisters, Miss 
Maude Smith and Mrs. Claude Nichols, 
both of St. Louis, on the other. 
The sisters of Mrs. Frozell insisted 
that the body be placed in a receiving 
vault because death was caused by 
heart trouble and they feared that the 
young woman might come to life in the 
grave. 
Mrs. Frozell died Thursday at Mount 
Carmel, Ill. Her mother and her hus- 
band shipped the body to Fairfield and 
made all arrangements for the funeral 
and interment. 
The sisters from St. Louis arrived in 
time to attend the funeral services, They 
tried immediately to induce their mother 
and brothcr-in-law not to have the body 
buried in Fairfield, but to permit them 
to ship it to St. Louis and place it in a 
receiving vault. 

Bedy Buried in Evening. 

The mother and husband were firm in 
their determination to proceed with the 
burial as arranged. The grave had been 
dug and all details were ready. 

The burial took place at 6 o'clock Fri- 
day evening. After the grave was filled 
and the mourners departed, the two sis- 
ters held a consultation and determined 
that they .would carry out their plan. 
They conferred with Mrs. George Smith 
and Frozell, and after an angry dispute 
over the matter, they won their point. 
It. was agreed that if the sisters would 
Stand the expense they might remove 
the body. 

The undertaker who had charge of the 
funcral was notified. He went to the 
cemetery at inidfight, with assistants, 
dug up the body and placed it aboard 
a train for St. Louis at 3:30 a. m.

President of the United States, at which 
Mrs. Story made the introductions, and 
so brilliant a success was the function 
her supporters are elated tonight, de- 
claring Mrs. Story is as good as elected 
to the Presidency-General of the society. 

Mrs. Donald McLean did not go to the 
tea. Neither did Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, 
presidential candidate favored by Mrs. 
McLean to succeed to the chief office. 
Mrs. Amos G. Draper, Mrs. McLean's 
campaign manager, also remained away, 
as did Mrs. Theodore Bates, State Re- 
gent of Massachusetts. Mrs. Ellen Spen- 
cer Mussey, vice-president-general of 
the District of Columbia, was another 
notable absentee. 

Practically the entire delegation from 
New York State was present, and mem- 
bers of the delegation from Illinois— 
Mrs. Scott’s own delegation—who had 
asked advice from Mrs. Scott and Mrs. 
Logan earlier in the day as to whether 
they should go, decided to attend the 
tea and were presented to Mra, Sherman 
by Mrs. Story. 


Mrs, Scott Outlines Platform. 
Mrs. Scott has issued a formal state- 


ment outlining her platform. She de- 
clares she ‘‘takes her stand squarely on 
the constitution and will uphold that 
instrument as it stands now or it may 
hereafter be amended.”’ 

Mrs. Scott says she is proud to have 
the support of ‘‘so grand. an administra- 
tion as the one now going out of office,” 
yet she wishes it distinctly understood 
that if she is elected she must be ac- 
cepted with her own individuality. 

Mrs. Scott declares that if elected she 
will make one of the main objects of 
her administration the equipment of 
Continental Hall and the collection of 
funds to pay off its indebtedness at the 
earliest possible moment. 

She says that while not opposed to 
any methods of local self-government, 
she will attempt ‘‘to protect’’ the na- 
tional society. She voiced her approval 
o2 the movement made by the daughters 
toward patriotic education among the 
masses, and concluded by saying that if 
elected she will take up her residence 
in Washington and devote her whole 
time to the duties of the office. 

Last Session of Present Board, 

The last session of the present Na- 
tion Board of Management of the D. A. 
R. was convened today. Mrs. McLean, 
president-general, presided. She made 
a farewell address. The repert of the 
registrar-general, Mrs. Amos G. Draper, 
showed 199 new members, a sum total 
of 1200 for the current month and a to- 
tal of over 23,000 since Mrs. McLean be- 
came president-general.

TO KOSHER SHOP 
IGHTING TRUS 
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Co-Operative Meat Market 
Opens at Sunset When 
Sabbath Enged. 








‘PRICES “ARE REDUCED 





Customers Offer 12 Cents a 
Pound Instead of 11 Cents 
Asked. 


At the moment when the sun went 
down last night, ending the Jewish Sab- 
bath the first of the butcher shops 
started in the Ghetto by the Jewish In- 
dependent Butchers’ Association opened 
its doors at 1123 North Twelfth street. 

All day yesterday, Twelfth street, from 
‘Carr to Biddle street, had been crowded 
with an eager, excited throng. In the 
crow4é that wandered through the street, 
stopping to gaze into the blank windows 
of the new shop were grizzled old men, 
staid fathers of families, young men 
and girls in their Sabbath finery and 
little children. 

They were all prospective customers 
of the shop that was to fight the reg- 
ular butchers, whom they charged with 
making them pay exorbitant prices for 
their meat. They were going to show 
the butchers what co-operation would do 
for them. 

The average cut of meat sold was 
very small, from one to two pounds. 
Very few customers bought more than 
two pounds. At 9,0’clock it seemed that 
the shop would be sold out long before 
all the prospective customers were satis- 
tied even with the small proportions 
dealt out to each purchaser. 

Older Shop Is KEmpty. 

Two .oors away on Twelfth street was 
the shop of one of the regular butchers. 
It was a lonesome butcher shop. While 
the independent shop held close to 200 
patiently waiting customers the regular 
shop was empty. 

Sam Robinson, secretary of the inde- 
pendent butchers, sat at a cash register 
in the shop taking in the dimes and 
pennies, and said the success of the 
movement was assured. The Independ- 
ents had won, and the people of the 
Ghetto would be able to get kosher meat 
at a price at which they would not be 
deprived of their daily ration. 

The shop was open until after mid- 
night, and will open with a fresh stock 
of meat this morning. 

The shareholders in the association 
and all others who may desire to be- 
come shareholders as well as all Jews 
in symathy with the movement, will 
hold a mass meeting this afternoon in 
the Synagogue Sheerith Zfard, Fifteenth 
and Wash sireets, to make their plans 
for opening: shops and extending the 
werk all over the city and make the 
trust butchers come to terms. But they 
say that when the trust butchers do get 
their prices down to the proper level 
it will make no difference with the in- 
dependent shops. 

Butchers in the combination sent out 
scurrilous stories about the projectors 
of the independent shops, and said that 
they were socialists and anarchists, pro- 
moters of the new shops say. The inde- 
pendents made capital out of this by 
epéniy declaring: that many of them 
were socialists and were proud of it, 
and they were applauded. 

Ig had been well advertised that the 
shop would open at 7 o'clock, and when

with their baskets on their arms to get 
their meat for today’s dinner. 

Buyers Crowd Street. 


Before the hour of 7 the narrow street 
Was packed witl meat rebeis, It had 
been announced that the independent 
butchers’ store would charge 11 cents a 
pound for beef. ‘The other butchers were 
charging 14 cents. 

A few minutes before 7 o’clock the 
streets in the Ghetto were flooded with 
dodgers printed in Hebrew and distrib- 
uted by the revular tutchers, an- 
nouncing that the price of beef had heen 
cut to 12 cents a pound. 

When the waiting crowd in front of 
the independent shop read the announce- 
ment, they were haranzuec by some of 
the stockholders of the corporation in 
which many of those present held $3 
shares. The crowd sent word into the 
butcher shop that they had voted unan- 
imously to pay 12 cents'a pound for the 
meat instead of tiie 11 cents asked, if 
the projectors would promise to open 
two other shops soon. 

Nathan Harris, the president of the 
co-operative shop, came out and thanked 
the people for their loyalty to the 
cause and promised to open a shop in 
the vicinity of Seventeenth and Carr 
Streets, and another close to Twenty- 
first and Biddle streets this week. He 
said that the voluntary offering of 1 
cent more a pound for the meat they 
were going to buy showed their earnest- 
ness in the movement and the new en- 
terprise would respond. 

Buyers Come From Afar. 


In the throng that waited for their 
pieces of beef were men from far parts 
of the city, who had paid carfare to 
come to the new shop. One man, with 
a long gray beard, said he had come in 
from 4900 west to show that he was 
with the new enterprise. 

President Harris had ordered 2000 
pounds of beef and four kosher butch- 
ers stood behind the counter cutting 
meat as fast as they could and handing 
it out wrapped in pleces of newspaper. 

The shop was crowded from the coun- 
ter to the wall, and as soon as one 
patron stepped out with his package 
another took his place.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The vaccin- 
ation of Republican Senators with the 


virus of income-tax legislation is tak- 
ing effect far beyond the expectations 
of the tariff physicians. While 18 Re- 
publican votes were necessary yester- 
day to secure the adoption of such an 
amendment to the Payne bill, the pres 
diction is freely made now that at least 
22 will suppurt the proposition. This 
would constitute an, eaSy majority. 

The progressive Republicans’ are 
working day and night to perfect their 
organization and there will be a general 
round-up of progressives at Senator 
apartments tomorrow. His 
graduated income tax amendment then 
will be submitted for discussion, modi- 
fication or approval. Names will be 
given and pledges made to stand by 
the plan through thick and thin. 

The finishing touches were placed on 
his amendment this afternoon by Sen- 
ator Cummins. He has not challenged 
the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in 1894 only where it was 
unavoidable. He has exerted every ef- 
fort to write around that opinion and 
leave a new measure for, the examina- 
tion of the highest tribunal. 

Graduated Pian for Tax. 

The figures which will appear in Mr. 
Cumming bill follow: 

Income from $2000 to $5000 will be taxed 
1 per cent; incomes of from $5000 to 
$10,000 will be taxed 2 per cent; incomes 
of from $10,000 to $20,000 will be taxed 3 
per cent. All incomes above $50,000 a 
year will be taxed 4 per cent. 


This is different from the Bailey plan, }

Forty-six votes will constitute a ma- 
jority in the Senate unless a successor 
is chosen to fill the vacancy in Illinois.

come tax legislation of 1894 unconstitu- 
tional, 20 other justices have @eclared it 
perfectly legitimate. In addition, 18 
commentaters on the constitution have 
upheld the power of Congress to levy 
taxes on incomes. These authorities 
will be used with good effect when the 
matter comes up during the tariff de- 
bate.

John E. Borne, president of the Colo- 
nial Safe Deposit Co. and director of 
the National Park Bank, béth institu- 
tions large holders of Lanyon bonds, is 
authority for the statement regarding 
reorganization. 

“The bonds of the company,” said 
Mr. Borne, ‘‘are very closely held, and 
the receivership does not mean the 
dissolution of the company or the cur- 
tailment of any of its activities.

PARIS, April 17.—Varnishing day at 
this year’s ‘‘New” Salon was a day of 
weeping for American artists in Paris. 
Never before have so many pictures by 
Americans been .rejected by the jury. 
But paintings by Frederick Kail Friese- 
ke, Elizabeth Nourse of Cincinnati, and 
Eugene Paul Ullman are all “hung on 
the line.’’ 

Alone among American women, Eliz- 
abeth Nourse has the honor of being a 
member of the GSocietie Nationale des 
Beaux Arts, and Frieseke is one of the 
few Americans who have been elected 
a member. 

Frieseke exhibits a large nude; beauti- 
ful in color and modeling, called ‘‘Wom- 
ar) at Her Toilet,’’ and four small, but 
exquisite, outdoor studies. 

Elizabeth Nourse’s paintings are all 
small, and most deal with Dutch life, 
a subject for which she is famous. They 
are among the strong paintings of the 
exhibition. 

There is a fine portrait by Miss Mary 
G. Gassette of Chicago, but it is badly 
placed. 

Miss Chapman of Chicago has two 
canvases, one a portrait, the other an 
interior, “‘The Reading Room in Hull 
House, Chicago.’’ 


Mrs, MacMonnies’ Snow Scenes. 

Mrs. MacMonnies, who parted s80 
amicably from her husband, the famous 
sculptor, has two exquisite snow scenes 
which attract much attention. 

There are three remarkable panels by 
Boutet de Mouvel, representing scenes 
in the life of Joan of Are, which were 
painted for former United Senator Wil- 
liam A. Clark of New York City. 

Walter Gray and Alexander Harrison, 
who was chosen a member of the society 
some years ago, exhibit canvases in 
their usual admirable styles. 

A newcomer to the salon is George 
Oberteuffer, who has two streng land- 
scapes. Montgomery Roosevelt of New 
York exhibits a portrait of De la Gan- 
dura, the painter. 

One portrait, painted by a Frenchman, 
of the distinguished family of De la 
Rochefousauld, is surrounded, general- 
ly, by smiling Americans. It is of ‘‘Joe 
Jeannette,’’ the negro pugilist, who 
bears the title ‘“‘American Champion.” 
Scmebody called it a “striking like- 
ness.’’ 

Salon Up te Standard, 


The exhibition of the Societe Nation- 
al Des Beaux Arts is the new. salon 
‘“Idyl,”” although many years have 
passed since Rodin Roll, Carolus 
Duran, Carriere and others as distin- 
guished, broke away from the older or- 
ganization, just as under Lafarzi’s lead- 
ership, the society of American artists 
left the old Academy of Design, 

It is the affectation in Paris, as in 
New York, to say the éxhibition 
grows less artistic and less fashion- 
able each year, but to the impartial 
observer this year's new salon com- 
pares favorably with those that have 
gone, 

There this year, no 
great, startling picture to be dis- 
cussed aS a seven days’ sensation. 
But there are many puintings of high 
merit. 

When President Falliieres accom- 
panied by Mme. Fallteres opened the 
exhibition Tuesday, he was received 
by the principal members of the so- 
clety and by two or three Ambassa- 
dors, one the American Ambassado.. 
The President quickly passed through 
the score of rooms, never pausing 
long except before Alfred Rodin’s 
picture, “The Young Republic,” a 
simple painting of a girlish figure, 
but strong, self-reliant and full of 
promise. This is one of the very few 
pictures in the salon which the State 
has acquired thus far. 

Rodin exhibits a porrrart bust in 
white marble. A woman's head and 
neck rise from a block of rough 
hewn stone. The sculptor’s wish is to 
emphasize the remarkably beautiful 
profile of his sitter. 


Strange Picture of King, 


The works which attract most at- 
tention from the French yisitors are 
a portrait by Carolos Duran, Mining 
scenes by Gillot, which remind an 
American of Alexander’s mural dec. 
orations in Pittsburg, Watteau-like 
decorations by Noll for the Petit 
Palais, and Bernard's large celling 
which will adorn the Petit Palais. 

There is a wonderful portrait of 
the King of Sweden by Berard Os- 
terman—wonderful because it is so 
brutal in its delineation of character. 
The Young King's heavy lips are 
parted; his eyes jook weakly out from 
the canvas; on his wrist is a golden 
bracelet. To him who looks at the

The flour business decreased in vol- 
ume, millers reporting fewer sales ard 
a smaller output. They say that it is 
impossible to make a profit with wheat 
this dear and the mills that have insuf- 
ficient stocks are shutting down. 

Crop Outleok Is Bullish. 

Crop reports from the domestic winter 
wheat belt were mixed. Heavy rains 
early in the week were followed by fairly 
warm weather, providing very favorable 
climatic conditions for the progress of 
the crop. This resulted in somewhat 
more hopeful advices, but there were 
messages from all over the Southwest to 
the effect that the crop is showing up 
poorly. The color and condition of the 
plant ig said to be bad and the growth 
backward, and it is believed that very 
good conditions from now on will be 
necessary for an ordinary yield. The 
general view of the crop outlook among 
the trade is a bullish one. Severe 
weather prevails in the Northwest, 
which has put a check on the farm ope- 
rations there on the spring wheat crop 
and seeding in canada, already largely 
delayed, is yet prevented by the frees- 
Ing temperatures. 

Foreign Prospects Good. 

The foreign crop prospects, however, 
are unusually good. The summary of 
conditions in Europe shewed favorable 
Weather and a generally hopeful out- 
look in regard to the crops in practical. 
ly all countries. The extended upward 
movement of values in America caused 
advances in the markets of the old 
world, quite extended enes early in 
the week, but the good crop conditions 
abroad were occasionally reflected in 
Sluggishness and unresponsiveness to 
our gains on the part of foreign mar- 
kets. Supplies of wheat abroad, like 
those In thé United States, continue to 
decrease in a rapid manner, the total 
falling off in the world available being 
Over 5,000,000 bu.

Wilson Foster, Candidate for 
Anthony Comstock Laurels, 
Seeks $1,000,000. 





AFTER PROHIBITIONISTS 





Promises to Suppress Them if 
Citizens Will Subscribe for 
His Dollar Shares. 





St. Louis and the entire world will be 
“Anthony Comstocked”’ if 1,000,000 peo- 
ple, more or less, will exchange $1,000,000 
cash for “fully paid and nonassessable 
stock’’ in Wilson Foster’s International 
Society for the Suppression of Crime, 
headquarters, 203 Security Building. 

The first and foremost object of the 
“Anthony Comstock”’ of St. Louis is to 
suppress prohibition and prohibitionists. 
He has written letters to the brewers 
and distillers soliciting their contribu- 
tions for this cause, and has out- 
lined a plan to bring all the brew- 
ers, distillers and winegrowers into 
a convention in St. Louis to “hammer 
the everlasting tar’’ out of the prohibi- 
tionists, affectionately called ‘fanatics’ 
by Mr.’ Foster. 

Mr. Foster assures the public that 
the charter of his society will be 
‘“‘so broad as to enable it to undertake 
to suppress any manner of crime com- 
mitted against the individual, the public 
health and morals in any city in the 
United States or foreign countries.” 


Selling Stock in Soctety. 
But Mr. loster calmly, and in the cold 


type of his newspaper, ‘“The Crime Sup- 
pressor,’’ assures the charitably inclined 
that ‘‘for every dollar invested or do- 
nated to this society the contributor 
shall receive one share of the fully 
paid stock of this society, when the 
charter is granted and the stock issued.” 
He says these contributions may not 
only do a vast amount of good in the 
cause of purity, but may produce actual. 
dividends. 

Mr. Foster admits that he has not 
yet succeeded in enlisting the financial 
sympathy of the Andrew Carnegies of 
St. Louls as Mr. Comstock in New York 
thas the real Carnegie, but he has hopes 
that the financial end of the game will 
be taken care of. You can get a life 
membership in Mr. Foster's society for 
$25 or an annual membership for $1, 
with “The Crime Suppressor,”’ a 20-page, 
copyrighted monthly magazine thrown 
in for good measure. Some life mem- 
berships are free—given in return for 
the use of their names in his prospectus. 
There is some uncertaintly as to who 
will be the officers of the society. The 
name of Dr. George H. Frank appears 
in Mr. Foster’s magazine as president, 
but Dr. Frank’s name is riet in the City 
Directory. Mr. Foster says he thinks 
Dr. Frank will not be president, as he 
has not shown sufficient interest in the 
work to entitle him to hold its highest 
office. But there is no uncertainty about 
the secrtary and treasurer, as Mr. Fos- 
ter has both these jobs nailed down. Ag 
founder of the society, he thinks he is 
entitled to this honor. 


Has Many Big Undertakings. 
Mr. Foster does not believe in doing 


things in a small way. He is secretary 
and owner of the United Gold Co., cap- 
italized for $10,000,000, and has severa] 
other companies of avout the same cap- 
italization. 

He calls himself the ‘‘Klondyke Quartz 
King.” He has plans to harness the 
power in the Whitehorse Rapids in the 
Yukon River and utilize it for the opera- 
tion of the machinery and electric light 
plants, is asking a natural gas fran- 
chise in St. Louis, and has numerous 
other big undertakings on hand. He wil! 


also make a loan on your furniture, if 


you desire it. 
“You see,”’ said Mr. Foster to a Post- 
“there is lots of 
crime going on that ought to be sup- 
pressed. I am already after some of the 
criminals. I am in pursuit of one fellow 
now, and as soon as I get the goods on 
him he will be arrested and prosecuted. 
Until we get him I can’t talk about the 
case, but he lives over in Indiana and 
has been improperly asing the mails. 
“Then we are going after the prohi- 
bitionists—the fanatics who are raising 
all of this trouble over the liquor ques- 
tion. Now, I am a temperance man, 
but I don’t believe in probibition. I am 
planning to call a convention in the gt. 
Louts Coliseum of all the brewers, dis- 
tillers and wine growers in the United 
States and foreign countries. 
“The liquer people will be here for 
at least ten days, and, as they are al] 
rich, they will spend lots of money. The 
hotels ought to be willing to help to get 
them here. I do not know whether this 
plan is going to succeed, but I am work- 
ing on it and I am sending to the brew- 
ers a letter that is a hummer and ex- 
plains all the details of the movement 
and requests a contribution to our 
work."’ 
These are but a few of the plans of 
the Anthony Comstock of st. Louis. 
He is going to suppress the yellow jour- 
nals, exterminate race Suicide, even 
if “these” blackest-hearted of cow- 
ardly criminals,’ as he refers to thém, 
“have to be sent to State prisons or to 
the gallows to be hanged.” 
Some of Mr. Foster's life members 
say they did not exactly understand 
his plan when they gave him permis- 
sion to use their names. As the life 
membership was complimentary, and did 
not come as the result of the $25 con- 
tributions, they said they consented to 
have their names used, hut did not 
know the scope of the society's work 
was going to be so diversified. 
Father Dunne of the Newsboys’ 
Home, who is down as an annual mem- 
ber, says he has no intention of under- 
taking the work of crime suppression 
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with Mr. Foster, as he had enough

The Profes- 
sor talked blandly about the charges in 
his wife’s cross bill, smiling as he 
termed the accusation that he washed 
dishes in .Miss Farrar’s home “mere 
minutae” which he declined to discuss. 

Both grew weary of so much publicity, 
however, and agreed that the pending 
litigation should be withdrawn and that 
the Professor later should file a suit 
charging desertion, which Mrs. Voor- 
hees would not contest. 

Mrs. Voorhees is to receive $4000 in set- 
tlement of all alimony claims. The 
farm she owns near Upper Alton i 
valued at about $12,000. Several of the 
Voorhees children reside with the 
mother.

Taft wisnes to accomplish at the regu- 


lar session of Congress. The President 
is getting together material for his mes- 
sage and consulted Senator Aldrich on 
the probahility of the Senate agreeing 
with the White House ideas. 

One of the principal things on which 
Attorney-General Wickersham and Sec- 
retary Nagel are agreed is the reorgan- 
ization of the Government machinery 
that is to prosecute trusts. Senator Ald- 
rich could not find objection to the Taft 
plan, as it is putting in effect lega, 
methods only, and of that the Senator 
said Mr. Taft undoubtedly is the best 
judge. 

The President wishes the passage of a 
law limiting the issuing of bends and 
stocks by interstate corporations. This 
is his plan to stop the “watering” ‘of 
securities of corporations. Mr. Aldrich 
is not enthusiastic on such a law, but 
he took it under advisement. 

Message Ready Before June. 

The Senator did not think there would 
be any trouble In the Senate in passing 
a law authorizing the railroads to make 
rate agreements. This will have to go 
through as an amendment to the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The President’s 
idea ig that it is only justice to the 
railroads and that it cannot be a det- 
riment to the peopie as long as the 
agreements are made under Govern- 
ment supervision. The only fight in the 
Senate will come itn the form ef the 
supervision. 

On conservation of the natural] re- 
sources of the country, improvements of 
rivers and harbors and the legal point 
of modifying the injunction law, there 
was little discussion, as the Senator was 
not interested in them to the extent of 
having made a study of the subjects. 
But on a reorganization of the mone- 
tary and banking systems Senator Ald- 
rich had a lot to say. That is one of 
the subjects which he has made a 
specialty. He is a member of the Mone- 
tary Commission of Congress, which will 
report to the regular session of Con- 
gress and he gave the President much 
information on what the committee is 
likely to report. 

President Taft hopes to complete his 
message to the regular session before 
he starts on his summer vacation in 
June,

Chief Smith’s Friends Wonder 
if His Head Will Pay for 
Kerens’ Bolt. 








CHANCE FOR REVENGE 
Detective, Democrat, Credited 
With Shattering Republic- 
an’s Senate Dream. 








If the State Senate confirms the ap- 
pointments of Thomas K. Niedringheaus 
and Otto Teichmann, which were an- 
nounced yesterday, the political com- 
plexion of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners will be changed from Demo- 
cratic to Republican. There is much 
speculation in police circles as to the 
effect the change will have on the Po- 
lice Department. 

It is understood that Gov. Hadley 
desires that Mr. Niedringhaus be made 
President of the Police Board. The 
terms of Commisstoners Bland and 
Jones will not expire until next year, 
but the addition of Mr. Niedringhaus 
and Mr. Teichmann to the Board, with 
Mayor Kreismann, will give the Repub- 
licans three members, with the Demo- 
crats having but two members left. 

There is particular interest at the 
Four Courts over the probable fate of 
Chief of Detectives Smith. When Mr. 
Niedringhaus was a candidate for the 
United States Senate four years ago 
Chief Smith, who was not then in the 
Police Department, was employed by R. 
C. Kerens to aid him in his contest 
against Niedringhaus, and, in preventing 
a bolt from Kerens was credited with 
doing more than any other man to beat 
Niedringhaus, 

Smith had resigned as Assistant Chief 
of Detectives to enter the @nploy of 
the Kerens-Donewald Coal Co., and he 
rendered invaluable services to Mr. Ker- 
ens during the memorable senatorial 
contest that lasted from the beginning 
to the ending of the session of the Leg- 
islature. Smith: held the Kerens men in 
line, and kept such close track of what 
was going on that Mr. Keréns was nev- 
er in doubt as to the position his op- 
ponents occupied. 

Special Employment. 

There is much _ speculation as to 
whether Mr. Niedringhaus will, in his 
capacity as Police Commissioner, seek 
revenge upon Chief Smith for the part 
he played In the Kerens campaign. Some 
of Chief Smith's friends are of the opia- 
ion that Mr. Niedringhaugs will take the 
position that Smith was employed to do 
a special work and that it would not be 
magnanimous to punish him now for 
what he did then as an employe of an- 
other. : 

The appointment of Mr. Niedring- 
hau; and Mr. Teichmann as members 
of the Police Board is particularly 
pleasing to “Bess’’ Howe. Howe and 
Niedringhaus became unfriendly dur- 
ing the municipal campaign of 1507, 
when Howe refused to support the 
ticket. 

Aided Niedringhaus, 

Niedringhaus later filed charges of 
party disloyalty against Howe, and he 
was tried before the Republican State 
Committee, and acquitted. The cool- 
ness between the two Republican lead- 
ers continued until recently, when 
Howe underteok to placate Niedring- 
haus by joining with others in inter- 
ceding with Gov. Hadley to appoint 
him to the Pelice Board. 

Mr. Teichmann has also been conspic- 
uously active in Howe's political ma- 
chine. At one time Howe desired to 
nominate Teichmann fer Mayor, but it 
is said decided not to do so as Mr. 
Teichmanns business connection with 
the breweries was so close that Howe 
feared it would seriously handicap his 
chances of election. 

Mr. Teichmann was one of the men 
who attended the Howe caucuses to 
name the slate that was subsequently 
nominated by the City Convention. He 
was one of the men who approved Ed- 
mond Koeln as a candidate for Collec- 
tor, and later signed an appeal to voters 
giving Koeln a clean bil] of health, de- 
spite his record as a member of the 
House of Delegates combine. 

Ousted as Chairman, 

Mr. Niedringhaus was for many years 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, and except for the last two 
years has been very active in politics 
for ten years. He was once ousted from 
the State Committee by the Akins fac- 
tion for sanctioning a political combi- 
nation with Lee Meriwether and Had- 
ward Butler in local politics. He was 
the caucus nominee of the Republicans 
for United States Senator when they 
had a majority in the General Assembly 
four years ago, but was defeated on ac- 
count of the Kerens bolt. 

Mr. Niedringhaus declined last night 
to discuss his appointment or what ac- 
tion he may take regarding Chief of 
Detectives Smith. 

“I have received no official notifics- 
tion of my appeintment from Gov. Had- 
ley,” said Mr. Niedringhaus. “It would

| City Counselor Holds Statute Re- 
quiring $13,000,000 Security 


Invalid. 

Within one day of the expiration, of 
the period in which Edmond Koeln was 
compelled to forfeit the office of Col- 
lector of the Revenue or furnish a bond 
of $13,000,000, Mayor Kreismann, acting 
on the advice of Associate City Counsel- 
or Charles that the statute requiring 
such a large security was not to be con- 
strued literally, accepted Koeln’s prof- 
fer of $700,000 as being ample te guaran- 
tee the city, State and School Board 
against loss.

within two years, terrify the aborigines of New 
Mexico and Arizona. 

There is little doubt in the minds of students 
of aviation that the next few years will witness 
aeroplanes and balloons flocking the skies of the 
world, including the Southwest. The Wright 
brothers have solved the problem of human flight, 
and added to man’s domain the vast territery of 
the air. The fundamental principles of aviation 
have been discovered and confirmed by practical 
tests that thrilled all civilization. 

The details of rendering air-craft more prac- 
ticable will follow swiftly in development, for a 


‘multitude of inventors, (as in the cases of the 


locomotive and the automobile) are tinkering all 
over America and Furope at every present defect 


which retards the aeroplone’s adoption as a uni- 
versal vehicle. And when thousands of skilled 
men are working earnestly, many things are sure 
to be discovered and accomplisied. 

Every branch of aviation is being scrutinized 
by acute eyes with a view to improvement. One 
set of men is laboring to perfect the engines, <o 
as to obtain a maximum of power with a minimum 
of ‘weight. Others are struggling to solve the pre- 
eminent problem of automatic equilibrium, by 
adapting to the aeroplane that marvelous and un- 
explained freak of mechanics—the Syroscope, 
Others are working to produce fuel tanks of a 
capacity for driving the machine hundreus of 
miles without recharging, but avoiding making 
the reservoirs so large as to impair their utility 
because of wind friction. Still others are study- 
ing how to abolish the cumbersome launching ma- 
chine, with its long monorail, derrick and weights, 
and substitute therefor the heliocopter, which 
would make it possible for the craft to launch 
itself from any resting place without the aid of 
extraneous apparatus.

It has never been discovered who 
wrote the first prayer chain letter, 
nor what was the motive that 
prompted it. The chain may have 
been started by a person who ma- 
liciously scught to bring religion

Most of the letters state that the 
chain was started by “Bishop Law- 
rence.” The Bishop Lawrence pre- 
sumed to be referred to is Bishop 
Lawrence of Boston.

PEOPLE ARE GETTING WISE. 

Another thing that gives hope is 
the fact that the people are gradu- 
ally acquiring a wholesome disfrust 
for everything of the chain letter 
sort. When the chain letter scheme 
was first invented, it succeeded pro- 
digiously. It was used as a means 
of raising money for religious or 
philanthropic purposes. The enorn.- 
ous sums that it brought in arew the 
attention of enterprising firms and 
individuals. 

All sorts of chain letter schemes 
were devised and put into operation. 
Some of them were honest in their 
intent. Others were not. 

During the World’s Fair period in 
St. Louis there was a perfect epi- 
demic of chain letter schemes, many 
of which were fraudulent. It became 
necessary for the Postuffice Depart- 
ment to take action. 

Before that, a regulation had been 
adopted excluding commercial 
schemes of this kind, but it had not 
been strictly enforced. The Attor- 
ney-General called the attention of 
postmasters to the regulation, and 
directed that it be strictly enforced 


tinder the terms of the regulation 
“Ena.cea chain extenprises designed 
for the sale or dispositica of mer- 
chandise, or other things of value 
through the circulation or distribu- 
tion of coupons, tickets, certificates, 
introductions and the like are held 
to embrace the elements of a lottery, 
and also to be fraudulent.” 

Directions were given that matter 
of every kind relating to such enter- 
prises should be excluded or with- 
drawn from the mails. 

Postmaster Frank Wyman of §8t. 
Louis issued a bulletin calling atten- 
tion to the regulation, and since that 
it has been strictly enforced at the 
St. Louis office. 

NO LONGER PROFITABLE. 

That the public has become “wise” 
to the chain letter as a money-rair 
ing plan, and disapproves of if, is 
shown by the fact that recent at- 
tempts to raise money in this wry 
have not been successful.

ONLY STATION IN COUNTRY. 


This is the only remount depot .a 
the United States and if successful] 
others will be established in differ- 
ent parts of th ountry. The ex- 
periment is due to Gen. J. B. Ale- 
shire, Quartermaster-Genera]l, who be- 
lieved in it and talked for it during 
the many years he was in regular 
service as a cavalry officer. A num- 
ber of European countries have long 
had such departments for their 
armies, even to the extent of breed- 
ing horses. The latter has not been 
attempted in the United States. 

The depot is situated on a tract 
of beautiful prairie land containing 
nearly 10,000 acres, and adapted in 
every way for the maneuvering of 
horses. The depot was opened in 
April, 1908, and the first horses re- 
ceived in the follow'ng July.

MANY WERE TRIED OUT. 

A little more than a year ago Fort 
Reno, which hia been alangoned as 
a garrison, was selected as the place 
to make the first experimen's. 

Horses from Missour', Kansas, Ok- 
lehoma, Kentucky and orher states 
were taken to Fort Keno 'o be “tried 
out.” The Missouri horse hes proved 
to be best for cavalry purposes. 

The ideal mount of a soldier mus 
have pluck, above all things. He 
must be intelligent, sturdy, tough 
enough for rigorous climate, tract- 
able and a good “stayer.”’ These at- 
tributes the Missouri horse has been 
found to possess and the decision c. 
the Government to buy as many Mis- 
souri horses as possible will undoubt- 
ediy mean that the horse raising jn- 
dustry in the State will begin to 
grow more rapidly than ever. The 
Government demand which, it es- 
timated. will scon reach 10,000 an 
nually, will supply’a liberal and eoy- 
stant market for good Missouri 
horses. 

Horses for the cavalry branch must 
be at least 15 hands hieh and weigh 
at least 850 pounds. t is no; 
sirable to get many horses tog {a> 
above that weiguat, thouch a lin q 
number always can be used for la. ge, 
men.

The Government now buys horses 
from 2). to 4 vears old. In a few 
months the young horse is thorough- 
ly trained and ready for service. 
In the old davs the usefulness of 
Government horses was about seven 
Years, meaning that mounts were dis- 
carded when they reached the age of 
15 years, if accident or blemish had 
not caused their condemnation ear- 
lier. 

Under the present system the life 
of a cavalry horse is five to seven 
years longer. Tue worses Start in 
four or five years younger and ther 
more careful training and selection 
is expected to extend their period 
of usefulness up to 16 or 17 years 
of age. 

Experiments are still being carried 
on with horses from many sections. 
Even the Montana range horses can 
be made tractable and useful by 
means of the scientific methods no 
in use. 

TAUGHT TO FACE FIRE. 

The system is not horse breaking, 
but horse training. There is no for 
or brutality to it. Everything is 
done by perseverance and gentleness 
and the result is a horse which has 
by on taught to trust its rider. This 
is invaluable in war. - 

At Fort Reno a young horse is first 
haltered and a gentle effort made to 
lead him. He is petted and caressed 
to gain his confidence. Soon the 
trainer strokes the animal's legs and 
back. Then he handles the new 
mount’s feet and finally is able to 
throw a blanket over the animal's 
back without unduly exciting it. The 
saddle comes next. Often the young 
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horse stands in his stall days 
time wearing the suddle till ne 
used to feel. aud the 
gzirths, 

After a time comes the mounting. 
Horses which have never been ridden 
rebel most at the weight of the riger. 
The trainer overcomes this by pur- 
ting his ioe in the stirrup and thro --- 
ing his weight on the saddle. This 
1s done many times, Over and oy 
again, before.a rea] attempt to mount 
is made. The horse is petted and 
stroked and finally the trainer wor < 
his. way to the saddle. The process 
‘a-es days or weeks, according ty 
the horse, but no one is impatient. 
There is plenty of time. Finally the 
hoise is taugnt obedience to the pbrij- 
dle and the three gaits used in the 
army—walk, trot and gallon. 

HORSES TRAINED, NOT BROKE. 

The horse is taught to face gunwre, 
to hurdle ravines, to climb steep 
hills, to be sure footed, to jump op- 
structions with the rider in the saq- 
dle, to swim streams, to obey spoien 
commands of the rider, and other ac- 
complishments. 

Theory and practice cannot always 
be made the same, even at an army 
remount depot, as a naturally vicious 
horse is found occasionally with 
which kindness fails, and a good 
many are spoiled before they are re. 
ceived at the depot. Riders are 
thrown, just as they are in the rance 
country, and occasionally an intrae:- 
able horse is subdued by hard riding 
For vicious horses intended for the 
artillery service a kind of merry-go- 
round ‘is used.

Here the man who must sit 
the trained horse is taught all that 
can be known of handling his mou: t 
properly, of meeting any condition of 
ground or sudden attack, of riding 
under difficulties and riding so as to 
spare his valuable horse.

By such strenuous means the army 
hopes shortly te have a complete 
complement of officers who will ne 
fall from their saddles at the e« 
moment.

N AMAZING phase o: the mod- 
A ern movement for woman 
. ,emancipation, of which the 
rioting suffragettes of England are 
the exponents most in the public eve, 
has just manifested itself in St. Louis 
and neighboring cities, where no less 
than half a dozen young wome, 
within the past few weeks, have 
donned not only the attire but the 
character of men, as an expression 
of revolt against the restrictions that 
hedge femininity about. 

One of them, wishing to experience 
all the masculine prerogatives, as- 
sumed man’s aggressive role in court- 
ship, renouncing the passive part en- 
joined upon woman since time began. 
She wooed other girls with an ardor 


aq ue o—which led them to praise her as “the 


dearest young man on earth.” 

Two of the masqueraders, rejoicing 
in their freedom at last to do some- 
thing considered “improper” if com- 
mitted by girls, but not much frowned 
upon in men, regaled themselves with 
pipes and beer, with chewing tobacco 
and profanity. One joined a boiler 
makers’ union as an “xble-bodied 
man” and became treasurer of the 
organization. 

Another gaily rasped her hands and 
racked her muscles by working as a 
housewrecker. Still another adven- 
turous woman, a bride, for love of her 
husband, put on trousers that she 
might accompany him unchallenged 
as he “beat” his way from one state 
to another in search of work. 


HER PARENTS TOO STRICT. 


The most recent rebel against the 
conventionalities which hem a girl 
in, but from: which her brothers are 
practically free, was a _ 16-year-old 
girl, whose parents scolded because 
she remained out until 10 p. m. at- 
tending a dance. She obtained a 
stylish suit of youth’s clothes and 
ran away, in search of a freedom 
which her comings and goings would 
be less strictly scrutinized. 

The periods during which these 
masqueraders were able successfully 
to practice the deception ranged from 
a few days to nine years. One young 
woman passed nearly half her life in 
the character of youth and man. 

Strange to say, getting on or off 
cars was the undoing of two of the 
women who wanted to be men.

It is 
poinced out that in the apartmen' 
which has now been unearthed in 
Galilee thers would not have been 
room for this amazing quantity of 
wine along with the guests. The Bible 
states that the water in quest'on was 
contained in six pots of stone, each 
with a capacity of two.or three fir- 
kins. At the lowest estimate, that 
would make 12 firkins of wine, or 108 
gallons (a firkin containing n‘ne gal- 
lons), making a total of 432 quarts. 
(Archbishop Trench of Dub.in, in his 
account of this miracle, estimated the 
quantity of wine made by the Sa- 
vior at 120 gallons.- 


MANY PEOPLE WERE THERE. 


It is apparent from these figures 
that a very large number of people 
must have been invited to the cere- 
money. This would be in accord- 
ance with the customs of the times. 
These customs held a wedding to 
be the most important festival in 
family life, which was celebrated by 
invitations to all friends, relatives 
and acquaintances. While the Wed- 
ding Feast may have been a meal 
participated in by a small number of 
people, there are reasons for believ- 
ing that the word ‘“‘feast’”’ was like- 
wise applied to drinking of wine vy 
a large numWer, probably standing up 
outside. 

In art, the treatment of this -:nir- 
acle has always been allegorical anu 
not realistic. Painters and artis:s 
have shown the Savior generally in 
a large room, with many people seat- 
ed about him, performing a miracle 
by turning into wine a small quan- 
tity of water, amounting to not more 
than two or three quarts. This is al- 
together at variance with the facts 
as known today. 

The stone pots containing the wa- 
ter were of enormous dimensions, as 
each had a capacity of eighteen or 
more gallons, and there were six of 
these water pots, according to Holy 
Writ. They could not even have 
been placed upon a ‘able, and must 
have been outside we house, like bar- 
rels. 


WAS A HARMLESS WINE. 

It has frequen‘ly been claimed that 
this miracle, where the Savior cre- 
ated a iarge quantity of superior 
wine, to be drunk on the premises, 
shows that he did not loc: with dis- 
favor upon the evil of drink.

BIBLE WINES WERE MILD, 


The terrible evil of intemperance 
was well known in Biblical times. The 
curse of drink is no new discovery. 
But many things indicate that mod- 
ern progress and discovery have add- 
ed to this dreadful menace to society. 

Whisky was unknown to the an- 
cients. There is no reference in the 
Bible to ardent spirits. Upon the 
contrary, it is known that the wines 
of the times were mild. They pos- 
sessed a very small percentage 
alcohol. With some of the wines of 
the Romans, two gallons contained 
less alcoho] than one tablespoonful of 
our whisky of today. 

These wines of the ancients pos- 
sessed a ceremonious, an ornamental 
and frequently a sacred character, be- 
cause they were rare and costly. They 
were reserved for feasts amongst tue 
common people. They typified hos- 
pitality and generosity. They were 
not classed in the public mind as 
an evil and poison. 

It is believed that those who abused 
these wines were gluttons who con- 
sumed enormous quantities of these 
mild beverages. The wines of today 
have far greater alcoholic strength 
tron the wines of the Romans, to 
whom champagne, whisky and mies 
were unknown. Weak as was 
wine used in Palestine, it was 8 
custom to still further weaken it. bys 
dilutions of water. This is mentioned ht 
in Holy Writ. 

ANCIENT WINES STILL MADE. 

Some of these ancient wines are 
still made in the Orient, where they 
are consumed because the natural 
water is unhealthy and dangerous. in 
many parts of Italy today a man seen 
drinking water is warned of his 
danger. 

The scientific manufacture of wine, 
which gives even to clarets and bur- 
gundy great alcoholic strength today, 
was unknown in_ Biblical times. 
Therefore it is believed that all the 
wines referred to in the Bible were 
mild, most of them unfermented, and 
many of them with no _ alcoholic 
strength whatever. 

Modern progress has increased the 
evils of intemperance. To discovery 
we practically owe the curse of rum, 
The Prohibition question, as it exists 
today, would not, it is believed, be a 
living issue, if the world knew only 
the wines of Biblical times.

HAVE been alone where Mr. Roosevelt is 

now journeying—into the heart of the African 
jungle. 

I made my 19,000 miles in the jungle without 
the zid of a single white man. ! was there for 
more than a year and saw everything that Mr. 
Roosevelt will see. 

Kverybodyv thought I had gone crazy. Or else, 
as some argued, | must be tired of life and wanted 
to commit suicide in the most spectacular way. 

l came back, none the worse for the experience. 
But I had to take &0 grains of quinine a day. I 
didn't return with Africa's consent; | had to fight 
every inch of the way. 

On the night | left my home in Pittsburg my 
‘friends called upon me and took leave of me just 
as if | were already a corpse. 

Arriving at my port in Africa I was told that 
there was no place for a white woman to stay and 
that I would have to keep on board and go bac. 
to Europe. I! won out; | went ashore. And if 
ahyone up to that time had dared tell me | would 
be glad to hug a big, burly, perspiring savage | 
would have gone into a fury of rage. But I! did 
hug one. He was the man who put me ashore in 
his canoe from the ship, which was anchored 
miles out to sea. Just outside the breakers the 
paddlers jumped into the water and steadied the 
canoe. How was I to get ashore? 

It was a choice of two evils—hug a negro about 
the neck or swim for it. Then I knew about the 
man-eating sharks, and I hugged the negro. Thus 
I arrived in Africa, clinging to a negro’s neck. 
I stayed for more than a year, learning something 
new every day. 

And one of my first experiences was to shoot 
a man. Whether I killed him or not I never 
knew. And the chief never bothered me. Wha 
I do know is that a trail of blood led out .nto 
t..2 jungle when I looked out of my tent in the 
morning. 

I was sound asleep one night when a noise 
outside awoke me. I peered out. Two men were 
approaching. I fired just one shot. I heard a yell 
of pain and saw them scanipering off in the bush. 
I was never disturbed again. ' 

But this was only an incident. I saw very mucn. 
I took 600 pictures. I killed the same kind of 
big game Mr. Roosevelt «=pects to kill—lions, 
elephants, crocodiles, hippos. I have dined at 
the same table with white men afflicted with 
the sleeping sickness. I have talked to many na- 
tives suffering from it, and have watched them 
die of slow inanition. I have camped in the same 
village with lepers, and | have talked with men 
fresh from a smallpox mat, whose curiosity led 
them to come and get a look at me. 

I have lived on the edge of the dense equatorial 
jungles, no degrees 26 minutes south of the equa- 
tor. There I dwelt for 10 months, and by the 
time I broke camp and set the nose of my canoe 
in the direction of civilization I was far from iuwe 
tenderfoot I had been when I arrived. 

On the beach in front of my camp played croco- 
diles, alligators, hippopotami and huge pythons. 
Those big hippos are like women—they are filled 
with curiosity. At night they often got inquisi- 


the, couiu. {tt wasnt much [up for me, pent up 
in the house. 

Strange, long, green snakes stole my vaun. 
chickens, the fruit-eating bat appropriated my 
bananas and plantains. Chimpanzees, gorillas 
and little monkeys nabbed my bread fruit and 
papaes when I wasn't looking, tue awful driver 
ants stung my chickens to death and more than 
once. drove me into the blackness of equatoria! 
night while my servants fought them with bam- 
beo torches. 

In the night, too, when the tornado raged, | 
have hearkened to the terrors of the jungle. Tnen 
vou can hear its true voices. Trees, 200 feet tai, 
supporting thousands of parasitic vines, are torn 
loose from the moldering earth. When they. fall 
before the blast they carry everything they 
touch. 

It is a terrifving thing to hear. Something is 
crashing down—‘f it comes your way you will be 
crushed to death. If it goes the other way vou 
are safe for the moment. The disaster reaches 
for miles and miles. Beasts.and birds voice their 
protests. The night ape puts up her shrill shiek 
to heaven, the wildcat whines loudly, the leopard 
coughs his terror, the wild bear grunts above tne 
rush of the winds, the hippo and the bush cow 
bellow their wails, the lion roars desperately, and 
the timid gazelle makes her piteous appeal as 
the tumult of the elements takes away her young. 

For weeks I have journeyed alone with the na- 
tives, either in a canoe or tramping over the 
plains and the savannabhs, or through the thick 
bush. Tall grasses, sometimes fifteen feet high, 
heavy with dew and rain, drenched me through 
and through time and again. “hey were even 
more trying than the dense underbrush. I have 
literally fought my way through the jungle, the 
natives cutting a way for me with their knives. 

I have been in a canoe .in a storm, with the 
native going into the tall ‘grass which bordered 
the stream that he might cut a certain twig for 
a fetish to propitiate the gods. I have seen a 
python wrap itself around the foot of a native, 
and I have seen that native coolly dispatch the 
snake with his knife. I have been carried up 
volcanic mountainsides in a hammock, my feet 
higher than my head, my life depending upon two 
stalwart hammock bearers, whose staffs gave 
them the sure footing which was so necessary. 

I have starved in Africa and I have feasted in 
Africa. I have tasted of its treachery and its in- 
hospitality. 1 hawe shivered in its cold and 
sweltered in its heat. 

Mosquito bars, a complete medical outfit, a 
water filter, and a lot of clothing are absoluteiy 
necessary. 

What the climate of Africa and its insects 
leave of the white man’s clothing the native jack- 
wash (washerman) does his best to destroy. 
Having few, if any of his own clothes, and know- 
ing nothing whatever of economy, and imagining 
the white man possessed of unlimited and fabu- 
lous wealth, the jackwash pounds his master’s 
clothes to death upon stones or a board in a 
stream and irons them with a box of charcoal 
and an iren. He excels in scorching and burning. 
Dense humidity in many districts precludes the 
use of starch, and the white man is wise who, in 
those districts, dispenses with the iron. I know 
of nothing in civilization which can work such 
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quick, complete and irreparable damage to cloth- 
ing as can the African jackwash. 

Knickers or riding breeches of khahi-drill are 
best to wear in the bush, with puttees or leggings 
of the same material. I used them while I was 
in the bush, and I liked them so well that lI 
gave a pair of them as a present to the bride of 
a missionary who had just come out to Africa. 
She tells me they are the most useful things she 
has in her whole outfit. 

In traveling through the bush and swamps the 
legs must be protected. They are liable to be 
scratched and craw-craw will result. It is a hor- 
rible thing and many white men are afflicted with 
it. As for the natives, nearly all of them have it. 

I have crossed swollen and _ rapid running 
streams on the shoulders of a native, with the 
water up to his arm pits, the bed of the river slip- 
perv, slimy stones, and I have wondered how my 
porter ever kept his feet, but he did. They are 
like animals in this respect. But they must have 
their own way; they know best, and tue white 
man comes through safely where he trusts im- 
plicitly in them. They are familiar with arduous 
traveling, never having known ‘anything else. 
One who has never traveled through the bush or 
mangrove swamps cannot imagine what a torture 
it is to ankles. Ankle’ supports cannot be worn. 
On a long march, even a light weight gun be- 
comes a burden; straps annoy and it is as much 
as the white man can do to bear the little cloth- 
ing he does wear. He wears only enough to keep 
off scratches and the bites of insects. Emerging 
from a sun-baked plain into a thicket is like 
going into a refrigerator plant. The mire in the 
jungle is pernicious and deceitful. It is of the 
consistency of axle grease and just about as hard 
to get rid of. What looks like solid ground is but 
stagnant mire, and to be pulled out of it is no

But there are a very few 
things of his master’s he will eat. Never tea, 
coffee, bread, eggs, fowls, vegetables, sugar, milk, 
butter or fruits. He will always steal, however, 
liquors, lamp oil, matches, tobacco, palm oil and 
liugors. Stealing is born in the native, and, like 
his color, it cannot be washed out. 

The African cook is just as independent as his 
white brother or sister. He will do nothing out- 
side the galley, and in addition to his mate, who 
is paid by the white map, he has a boy of his 
own who attends to him, serving his meals after 
the white man’s “chop” is cooked. For wages 
this boy receives from the cook “chop,” tobacco, 
a pipe, matches. and a loin cloth whenever the 
latter is necessary, that is, when there isn‘t a 
thread of it left. | 

A native familiar with the route leads the cara- 
van. Except in hostile regions the caravan rarely 
travels all together. Many can get away much 
earlier than others. At cross paths the trail is 
marked by leaves laid thereon and bunched in a 
certain fashion. On the same trail there often 
lie many different makings, and they are never 
disturbed by the natives. But they are liable to 
be disturbed from other sources. Thus often re- 
lays of a caravan may taken the wrong path anu 
their absence in camp often occasions serious in- 
convenience, but carrers never become perma- 
nently lost. All things considered, they are won- 
derfully adept in following a trail and reaching 
their own camp. 

Twenty minutes after camp is struck every part 
of it is on the heads of the carriers. They waste 


no time over toilet or breakfast. They arise from 
their sleeping mats, shake themselves like ani- 
mals and are off. Maybe one at a time, or five or 
six in a party. They eat only two meals a day 
about 11 a. m. and 7 p. m. From 10 to 2 the sun 
is pretty hot, and, the march permitting, a halt 
is generally called. 

A number of carriers jam (club together) their 
rations, and it is cooked and eaten from a com- 
mon utensil. They have their own fire and camp. 
‘ree natives will not herd witn slaves. Although 
-heir food is the same year in and year out, they 
eat slowly and with great relish and thoroughy 
snjoy themselves. After eating they lie about 
zossip and sleep. 
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There is a great difference between jungle and 
forest traveling. The former is pathless, wita 
crowding vegetation all about, and the air is foul, 
miasmic, depressing, heavy. It is avoided where 
possible. But on a hunt it must be gone into, for 
here is where the game is. 

Traveling through forests is delightful, and no 
midday hat is necessary on account of the heat. 
Through aisles of noble trees, with their pungent, 
refreshing odors, run well-trodden, one-man-wide 
paths, hard as adamant, curving and seemingly 
doubling on themselves, but leading ever for- 
ward. Every village is connected with another 
village by these paths, and it is possible to tra- 
verse the whole continent if they are followed in 
one general direction. Of course, waterways wi.. 
be encountered, but native canoes are always 
available to ferry the white man across. 

If the march is a long one, and the route does 
not begin in thicket, start is made often soon 
after midnight, if the moon is bright. 

Most canoe traveling is done at night, for the 
reflection from the water when the sun is up is 
almost unbearable. , Native pilots know every 
inch of their waterways, and they steer confident- 
lv and safely through stygian channels which a 
white man would never attempt.: Paddlers are 
paid the same wages as carriers. They always 
make good porters, but all porters are not pad- 
dlers. Interior natives are not the adepts in 
canoeing that the river natives are, and many of 
the latter will not permit them to handle a paddle 
despite their dislike to pulling idle hands. 

Generally speaking, there are five safeguards 
against malaria: Quinine, mosquito nets, the 
avoidance of natives’ quarters, where all the 
children have malaria and are the source of in- 
fection, aperients and mosquito boots. 

Quinine must be taken every day in small doses, 


or twice a week in 15-grain doses. The. new- = 
comer must begin on the voyage out.- ig ‘ 

Two or three grains must be taken on waking | 
in the morning before the first meal. Powdered | 
quinine is the most soluble and is taken rolled ~ 
in paper. : 

When tired, damp or much mosquito bitten, a — 
five to ten grain dose should be taken at once, in “= 
addition to the morning dose. oh 

Drinking water should be filtered first and | 
then boiled. Filters cannot always be depended 
upon, and they should be cleaned often. As the 
native drinks any kind of water at hand, it is © 
one of the hardest things to get into his head ~ 
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tnat the white man’s drinking water must re- 
ceive careful attention. 

Africa plays havoc with the white man’s con- 
stitution and temper. He becomes an old grouch 
in no time, and if another tells him that heisa 
crank he immediately acctses the other of the 
self-same thing. To keep smiling is an excellent ~ 
rule to live up to, but it becomes a herculean ef- 
fort when Africa once gets on the nerves. oe

NE of the most ingenious frauds 
C) and also one of the most re- 
munerative to the operators, |s 
the soap swindle, which is now being 
worked extensively by grafters over 
Missouri and the entire Sou hwest. 
The soap grafters appear to have sev- 
eral different methods of worwnihg, 
but from all accounts their vicil. ; 
are not discriminating and fall ° 
one scheme just as readily as an- 
other, with the ~esult that the graft- 
ers are “getting rich quick” at the 
expense of the credulous public. 

I will describe the methods of three 
different soap grafters in this article, 
and show the difference in their sys- 
tems of »perating. Therefore, if any

“Swindle No. 1" is worked as fol- 


lows: The grafter selects a town of 


* medium size, such as Sedalia, Popi_r 


Bluff, Jefferson City or Hannibal, and 
going to the City Hall, secures a per- 
mit or license to peddle soap on the 
street, always taking good care to 
represent his business as perfectly 
de then goes 
to the leading merchant of the town, 
if it happens to be « small burg, or 


* tO some prominent grocery store if it 


is in a large city, and recuests the 


storekeeper to loan him a packing box 


or barrel. He has a sample case 


‘filled with. small pieces of soap, cut 


from a bar of common laundry soap, 
and each piece is carefully wrapped 


in paper. 
TEN DOLLARS FOR FIVE. 


He generally begins operations in 
the afternoon when the storekeeper i: 
not so apt to be busy, and the first 
thing he does is to place tue packing 
case or barrel directly in front 
the merchant's store. Then, by vari- 
ous methods, he proceeds to attract a 
crowd and he begins to make his 
“spiel,” expatiating upon the won- 
derful qualities of his soap. 

After removing the wrapper from a 
cake of soap, he pulls out a good- 
sised bank roll and, selecting a $10 
bill, he folds it lengthwise and wraps 
it around the piece of soap in full 
view of the audience, after which he 
folds up the soap and the §10 bill 
in the original wrapper. 

By this time the merchant has usu- 
ally become one of the interested 
spectators, and the grafter, holding 
the plece of soap in his left hand, 
picks up a pair of scissors, so that he 
can ensily clip off the end of the 
wrapper. 

“Is there a man int. crowd who 
has got nerve enough to give me $5 
for this piece of soap?” we cries. 
‘Y ho is speculator enough to buy 
it? Well, just to show you what you 
missed by hesitating, [| will cut off 
the end of the package and expose the 
contents to view.’ And he clips the 
end off and, unfolding the wrap- 
per, exposes the $10 bill. 


URGED TO “SPECULATE.” 

“Now, men, you al] know that spec- 
ulation is the life of trade, and that 
money will not grow in your pocket 
like the hair upon your head! A faint 
heart never ~on a fair lady, and for- 
tine favors the brave,”’ continues the 
wraftery. 

Then, taking out his bankroll 
aguin, he puts back the $10 bill and 


takes a $100 bill, which, as before, he

of soap again in his left hand, with 
the scissors in his right, he says, 
“Well, men, which one of you is spec- 
ulator enough to give me $= for this -.

grafter clips the end off just the 
same, and, looking at some man in 
the crowd, says: “I’m sorry, part- 
ner, but you spoke too .ate! We will 
now see what we have here!” Then, 
unwrapping the soap, he discloses the 
$100 bill folded around it because it 
had really been there all tne time. 

The grafter iow proceeds to “kid.’ 
the audience and joshes them. about 
their timidity. This is to arouse their 
“sporting blood” and induce them iv 
take a chance. 

After criticising the “push,” the 
grafter says: “Well, I am going to 
give you one more chance! Let’s see 
if there's a man in the crowd who is 
game enough to speculate!” 

A QUESTION OF NERVE. 

Once again he folds tue $100 bill 
lengthwise and apparently wraps it 
around the cake of soap, after which 
he does them up in the original wrap- 
per. 

“I just want to see if there’s a 
speculator i. this crowd who's got 
nerve enough to give me $7) for this 
cake of soap before I cut the end off. 
Remember, it’s the soa» I’m sel.ing. 
and the soap only, for $75. Speak 
quick, men, or off it comes!” And 
the grafter glances around at the 
faces of the surrounding crowd. 

The storekeeper or som. ne else. 
anxfous to make $25, will almost in- 
variably reach for the package, and 
hand the grafter $75 in return for it. 

Of course, when the victim opens 
the package he finds nothing but the 
cake of soap, as the grafter has clev- 
erly “palmed” the $100 bill when he 
Was pretending to wrap it around the 
soap. 

He is always careful to state that 
he is offering the soap for sale only, 
and nothing else; therefore. the vic- 
tim can not claim that he was che - 
ed, though of course he has been 
swindled outrageously by ihe grafter 
leading him to believe he would get 
the $100 along with the soap. : 

The soap grafter does not always 
work as strong as this, but regulaies 
his “spiel” according to the financial 
status of the crowd. Often he will 
content himself by wrapping a $2 bill 
around the cake of soap and of. ring 
the packagerfor $1, or a $5 bill for $2. 

No matter what he charges for the 


packages. it is all ciear profit, as he 
always palms the bill waile wrapping 
up the soap and the purchaser hasn't 
got a chance on earth of ever getting 
any of the grafter’s coin. . 
The second soap swindle I shall : e- 


ecribe is thus worked: The grafter 
is supplied with a sample case, and 
after securing several bars of laundry 
soap he cuts them up into small 
cakes, the same as grafter No. 1. 
Filling his hand-trunk or case with 
these cakes, each one wrapped in 
paper, he drives out on the public 
square and by the familiar methods 
attracts a crowd. 


THE RICH UNCLE’S MONEY. 


Then he places a soap box upon the 
seat of the buggy, his object being to 
bring the hand-trunk up high enough 
eg that no one can see into it. Taking 
from his pocket a thick roll of bills 
of large denomination, he carefully 
wraps them around the pieces of 
soap. in full view of the crowd and. 
rewrapping the latter in paper, de- 
posits them in the trunk. 

Meanwhile, he relates in a most 
interesting manner how a rich uncle 
has died and left him several million 
dollars. part of which must ve given 
away within ten years, according to 
the terms of the will, and he has 
adopted this method of carrying out 
his uncle’s proviso. 

“Now, men,” he continues, “in dis- 
posing of this large fortune I could 
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hardly be expected to hand it out 
promiscuously to every Tom, Dick- 
and Harry. One of the stipulations 
made by my uncle was that it should 
be given to worthy, responsible per- 
sons, and not to shiftless paupers. 

‘Therefore, in order to draw the 
line, a charge of $1 will be made for 
each cake of soap during the first 
10 minutes, and after that a charge 
of 50 cents will be made during an- 
other 10 minutes. 

“Remember, its first come first 
served, and those who get in first are 
more apt to draw the large bills! By 
the way.” he continues, “in order 
that no hard feelings may be caused 
by some getting more than others. 
the understanding must be that no 
man is to open his cake of sean until 
he leaves the crowd, and no one w'l] 
be permitted under any consideration 
to purchase more than one cake. 

“Now, gents. get your dollar ready 
and form in line to receive vour part 
of this donation,” cries the grafter. 
By this time every man who has a 
dollar holds it up, and, crowding to- 
ward the buggy. vells “Give me one! 
Here! Here!” And the grafter is 
kept busy raking in the dol.ars and 
handing out the cakes. 
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To keep up the exeitement, every 
few minutes he calls out to some par- 
ticular fellow: “No, sir, you have had 
one cake and you can’t have anotner: 
or you either!” he eries, poin:ing a‘ 
some other man. : 

“Remember, gents, you can’t 
pose on me; [| am watching 
Don't try to buy but one cake. 
must be a fair distribution.” 

All this excitement only urges them 
on, and the grafter is besieged by 
eager men, anxious to give up a dol- 
lar for a cake of the soap, in the be- 
lief that they will find a crisp green- 
back of large denomination wrapped 
around it. 

When the first 10 minutes has 
elapsed there is no soap left for the 
next 10 minutes which the grafter 
has promised. Du'ing the sale, if a 
man hands him a large bill. or any- 
thing over a dollar, he refuses to take 
it, saying: “Make your own change. 
men; don't give me anything over a 
dollar. If you do, I won't change it: 
remember, this is a donation. not a 
speculation; don’t expect too much of 
me!’’ 

When ready to close up, he has the 
top part of his trunk and all his 
poekets full of dollar bills, and hav- 
ing disposed of all the cakes of soap, 
he whips up his horse and calmly 
drives away, usually going directly 
to the depot and catching the first 
train out of town. 


HERE 18S THE SECRET. 


The secret of the trick is this: In 
the middle of the tray of his hand- 
trunk is a trap door about four inches 
square, held in place by athin, flat, 
steel spring. As fast as he wraps e 
money around the soap he places the 
cakes upon the trap door and, press- 
ing the door down with his thumb 
they are instantly transferred to the 
lower part of the trunk. The cakes 
which the grafter hands out are 
taken from another part of the tray 
and have been wrapped previous ‘o 
his beginning operations. It goes 
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Without saying that none of them 
contain any money. 

The third soap grafter I will de- 
scribe has a very unique method 
ot wor’ing, and one which I am con- 
fideut has never been exposed before. 
He claims to be selling what he is 
pleased to term the “most wonderful 
cleaning soap on earth.” He tells 
the crowd that it was “his father’s 
own invention,” and that a _ piece 
the size of a pea will make more 
lather and egactually do a larger 
amount of washing than could be 
done with a whole bar of ordinary 
laundry scap, and tn much less time. 


GREATEST SOAP ON EARTH. 


Before starting out to work, the 
grafter takes about a dozen bars of 
common soap and cuts them fnio 
small cakes, wrapping each in tin- 
foil. When evening comes, he drives 
out on the streets in a buggy and, 
picting out a suitable spot, begins 
to sing popular songs and play on the 
banjo, until a crowd has gathered. 

He then makes a very interesting 
“spiel” on the manufacture of soap 
and, of course, claims that his soap 
possesses more good points than any 
other washing soap in the world. 
After finishing, he says he will now 
proceed to give the most wonderful 
demonstration of what car’ be done 
with a small piece of soap, 4nd, hand- 
ing a small boy a quarter, he tells 
him to bring him a basin of water 
from the town pump. Then he breaks 
off a piece of soap the size of a pea 
from one of the tiny cakes, and, 
after rolling it into a pellet, says: 

“Gather close, gentlemen, for you 
are about to behold what I claim to 
be the eighth wonder of the world! 
[ am going to make an experiment 
with my soap which no other soap 
agent ever dared to make, because 
no other soap in the world would be 
able to stand the test.” 

Then, producing a clean, white 
handkerchief and picking up a 
wrerch, he says: “My friends, you 
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TATISTICS compiled by Dr. 
S Born, medical director of the 
Yale gymnasium, have not 
only a scientific value, but they pc - 
sess what statistics usually do not, a 
wide genera] interest. These stai.s 
tics show that the students of that 
university are an inch and a half tal- 
ler than were their predecessors of 
five years ago; that their averace 
weight is 27 pounds greater; that 
they are broader chested, and with 
greater lung capacity. 

These figures are corroborated by 
a similar get which were taken at 
Harvard by Prof. D. A. argent. The 
Harvard professor went further and 
compiled a table from which some in- 
teresting and instructive conclusions 
can be drawn. 

This table consists of the medium 
measurements of 15 different groups 
of men, all except one Leing com- 
posed of students of Harvard, and al! 
ranging in age from 18 to 20 years. 
The most significant fact in connec- 
tion with the table is in a group 
comprising 1000 students, taken from 
the four classes of the university in 
1880. This tabulation shows that in 
that year the medium height of the 
university student was only 67.7 
inches, although the group contain 
many students who had been in col- 
lege three or four years. . 

The medium weight of this group 
was 132.2 pounds and the total 
strength 490 points. The avera’> 
weight and height of the Harvard 
student at that time was about the 
same as that given for the Ameri n 
youth, ranging from 21 to 26 years, 
who entered the army in 1860. 

“At the present time,”” Professor 
Sargent said, “the average is an inch

taller and from four to eight pounds 
heavier than wie average student of 
1880, while hig strength has increased 
from 490 to 680, a gain of 190 pounds. 
In 1880 only 50 per cent would pass 
that standard. This is a most re- 
markable uplift in growth and de- 
velopment for any considerable body 
of men in any country or community 
to have attained in 25 years.

From these statistics an inference 
might be drawn that the American 
race is becoming physically greater 
than any other. But to some they 
merely confirm the general observa- 
tion that the college boy is generally 
a bigger man than his father was. 

The most interesting conclusion 
which Professor Sargent draws frora 
his figures is that the scholarship 
men, when taken im large groups, 
“tend to verify the conclusions 
reached by Drs. Porter, Byer, Chris- 
topher, Roberts, Leharzig and others 
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as to the correlation of a superior 
mind. with a superior body.” He 
notes this among the Harvard stu- 
dents, and recalls that in the vear 
1893 Dr. W. T. Porter, now profes- 
sor of Comparative Physiology in the 
Harvard Medical School, examincd 
some 30,00. children who were at- 
tending the public schools of St. 
Louis. Dr. Porter found that “among 
the pupils of the same age, ranging 
from 6 to 18 years, the average heir... 
and weight of those who were in the 
higher grades were greater than that 
of those who were in the lower 
grades. In other worus, he found 
that those who were mentally th> 
most precocious were also physically 
the most precocious.” 

Dr. C. Ward Crampton, director of 
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physical training in the New York 
City schools, gives it as his opinion 
that the American boy is growing 
bigger end heavier as the nation 
grows older. In an interview he sa'd 
that “within the last five years we 
have introduced athletics into tue 
schools, so that we now have hun- 
dreds of teams in ‘baseball, footbah, 
basket ball and track athletics where 
there was one before. ..0oW a boy 
can hardly escape some kind of ath- 
letic work in which he can represent 
his school. The recent developments 
of class athletics. where every boy 
jumps and runs and does stunts, is 
going to make every boy athletic, if 
not an athlete. :
